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Mars-Neptune Conjunctions 


Ix considering the Mars-Neptune cycle 
we must give attention to far deeper 
aspects of terrestrial life than / those 
which we recently considered in my ar- 
ticle on the AL.1RS-SATURN CON- 
IUNCTIONS (January 1946 issue). 
While it is generally recognized that 
Mars is an excitant and stimulator, and 
brings any matter to a crisis, Neptune, 
being an infinitely slower moving body, 
is more closely related to those deeper. 
more hidden and less definable aspects 
of human life. The Neptunian factors 
are notoriously difficult to define for they 
relate not so much to specific conditions 
as to mass situations. The Neptunian 
factor in any given situation is ex- 
tremely rudimentary and undeveloped, 
ind relates to that which is held in com- 
mon with all other kindred. situations. 
Thus, on the human plane it refers to 
humanity at large and¢that which people 
have in common-—their humanity. These 
are abstract considerations for the idea 
of humanity does not exist except within 
the mind of man. When we come to 
examine the matter more closely we find 
that humanity is made up of individual 
men and women. They are the true re- 
ality and the concept of humanity is 
largely illusory. This illusory quality of 
Neptune is a strong component in our 
religious, philosophical and __ political 
thinking, consequently we can postulate 
Neptune as being the astrological in- 
dicator of generalities such as Democ- 
racy, Socialism, Communism and Paci- 
fism. Neptune indicates the labouring 
classes, the proletariat, and larze bodies 
of men and women who, on the surface 
of things, have little distinguishing fea- 
ture as individuals, yet much in common 
in conditions of living, thinking and 
working. Neptune is the indicator of 
the Trade Unions on the economic level 
and of Church congregations in the re- 
ligious sphere. 

The Mars-Neptune conjunctions will 
indicate, therefore, a periodic wave of 
emotional disturbance of the masses 
manifesting as strikes accompanied by 
violence, religious and emotional expres-

sions of frenzy and fanaticism. If an 
examination is made of mass move- 
ments and excitements, it will be found 
that there is a two-year cycle of these 
outbursts which agrees very closely with 
the astrological period. The mean period 
of the conjunctions 1s 1.96 years, though 
sometimes this can vary by stx months 
owing to the retrograde action of Mars 

The conjunction is also closely asso- 
ciated with disease cycles such as ty 
phoid fever, measles, smallpox and cattle 
disease. Not only is the mind of man 
disturbed when the aspects of conjunc- 
tion, square or opposition of Mars and 
Neptune occur, but his body also ts sub 
ject to inflammatory conditions and the 
throwing-off of toxins. It is also a well- 
known astrological fact that Neptune is 
a significator of all kinds of oils, fats 
and liquids as well as the sea, large 
rivers and expanses of water. The Mars- 
Neptune conjunctions are always asso- 
ciated with great storms at sea causing 
heavy loss around the coasts by ship- 
wreck. The curve of shipping disasters 
reaches a temporary peak at this time 
and it was particularly noted during the 
war years that whenever Mars and Nep- 
tune contacted each other in the zodiac, 
naval actions came to a head and many 
lives were lost at sea. For example, in 


May, 1943, when Mars opposed Nep- 
tune, the great Mohne and [der dams 
were burst by allied aircraft and many 


hundreds of Germans were drowned. On 
another occasion when Mars conjoined 
Neptune on the 2nd of September, 1944, 
the Germans, when retreating before the 
allies in Western Europe, flooded Hol- 
land and Belgium by opening the dykes. 
These are typical instances of the Mars- 
Neptune cycle. 

When falling angular in any part of 
the world they bring military crises, mili 
tant strikes amongst the working classes 
and political resignations of a far-reach- 
ing nature. Among recent events of out- 
standing importance we can cite the 
Mars-Neptune opposition on the 18th of 
February, 1934, which occurred on the 
meridian of Belgium and coincided with 
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the accidental death of the King of the 
Belgians. The next conjunction which oc- 
curred on the 11th of November, 1934, 
fell close to the fourth house tm Britain 
and coincided with a large outbreak of 
cattle disease which is quite appropriate 
in that the fourth house is always indica- 
tive of agricultural affairs. 

The Mars opposition Neptune of the 
4th of February, 1936, which fell in the 
first and seventh houses in Europe, coin- 
cided with Hitler’s march into the Rhine- 
land and also the great gales and floods 
which dislocated traffic at that time. 
Strikes also occurred in the London food 
distributive trades. 

The next Mars conjunction Neptune 
occurred in October, 1936, when there 
were many shipping disasters and great 


gales in the North Sea and _ labour 
troubles were rampant throughout 


France. In Spain a great battle was 
waged for Madrid. In all these conjunc- 
tions and oppositions there will be dis- 
covered common features—labour un- 
rest, disasters at sea and military tension. 

In January, 1938, Mars opposition 
Neptune coincided once more with many 
coastal wrecks in a great gale and the 
torpedoeing of British ships off the coast 
of Spain which led to so much interna- 
tional tension at that time. Later, on Oc- 
tober 12th, 1938, Mars was conjunct 
Neptune on the meridian of London and 
Duff Cooper resigned following the tem- 
porary change in foreign policy in the 
Munich agreement. 

Coming to more recent times, the last 
Mars-Neptune conjunction which 
curred on August 20th, 1946, in 
twelfth house at London, brought many 
strikes in the food distributing trade, and 
an outbreak of typhoid in the West of 
England. This same conjunction also oc 
curred in the second house at New York 
and was closely followed by the slump 
on Wall Street which began about Sep- 
tember 4th, within a fortnight of the con- 
junction. 

The Mars-Neptune cycle is also very 
adverse for travel, especially in winter- 
time, when it usually indicates severe 
fogs with its consequent danger to traf- 
fic, serious accidents occurring through 
errors of judgment, human fallibility and 
bad visibility. Examination of traffic rec- 
ords throughout the world will confirm 
a rising trend of rail and air mishaps at 
these times.

From the foregoing considerations we 
are in a position to draw some general 
conclusions of what to expect when the 
next conjunction of Mars and Neptune 
occurs on August 4th, 1948. This con- 
junction occurs in the Ilth degree of 
Libra on the movable zodiac but in the 
19th degree Virgo on the fixed zodiac. 
It falls in the 3rd house at London and 
the 5th house at New York. Its angular 
mundane positions are on the meridian 
in 156° E. long. and on the 4th cusp in 
24° W. long. It is on the Ascendant in 


approximately 70° E., 5112° N. and on 
the Descendant in 110° W. 51!2° N. 
From the general astrological factors 


we can, therefore, expect during August 
and September of this year an increase in 
labour tension and sporadic strikes, in- 
creased Socialist agitation and demon- 
strations in large industrial areas. In 
London these disturbances will largely 
affect transport and bus workers and 
some of the food distributive trades. 
while in America the trouble will largely 
affect amusements, theatre and cinema 
industries, and increased tension amongst 
the Negro population. 

In the MeteorMlogical sphere, we can 
expect great storms at particularly 
tropical storms in the region of the Solo 
mon Islands, the coasts of Japan and es 
pecially off the coast of the Southern 
island of New Zealand, where strong 
southwest gales may cause shipping dis 
asters and floods. Excessively heavy rain 
in the tropical region of Sierra Leone 
and Liberia is also indicated. It is in 
these regions of the world that the con- 
junction is angular. 

But these events are of minor impor 
tance and if astrology is to be of greater 
use to the public at large we must appl 
this knowledge to the over-all political 
situation. At the moment all the evidence 
indicates that the general Communist of 
fensive against the Western Powers has 
been checkmated, at least in the political 
sphere due to the firm action of the 
United States Government and the Mar 
shall Plan, but this situation is but tem 
porary and we can expect the next on- 
slaught of Communist propaganda 
wards the end of August and during the 
month of September, 1948. It is at this 
time that we will also witness, as a re- 
sult, a marked slump on the New York 
Stock Exchange. All these are signs that

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Nodal Axes of Planets and Moon 


Ix discussing the significance of the 
cycles of the planets and the Moon in 
terms of celestial latitude (July and Au- 
vust issues) we stated that such cycles 
begin at the north end of their nodal 
axes. This axis is the line of intersec- 
tion of the orbital plane of planet or 
Moon with the plane of the Earth's orbit 
(ie. the ecliptic). A planet reaches its 
north node when it crosses the ecliptic 
from south latitude to north latitude; 
and this northward crossing begins the 
“latitude cycle.” During the first half of 
this cycle the planet (or the Moon) has 
north latitude; it moves north of the 
ecliptic. Then it reaches its south node, 
crosses the ecliptic southward, and moves 
in south latitude throughout the second 
half of the cycle. 

Last month, we gave to the nodes 
and to the two hemicycles based upon 
the nodal axis of any planet and of the 
Moon the following general significance: 

North Node: Point of intake. Earth- 
nature is open to and receives the plan- 
et’s specialized energies. 

South Node: Point of release. The 
results of the assimilation by the living 
earth-organism (or personality) of the 
planet's or the Moon’s energies are ex- 
teriorized, or (when negative), are evac- 
uated or repudiated. 

Hemicycle beginning with North 
Vode: During this period, when the 
planet has north latitude, its power is 
absorbed, then (especially around the 
point of maximum north latitude) as- 
similated by the personality. New facul- 
ties or powers are built. 

Hemicycle beginning with South 
Node: As the planet moves in south lati- 
tude, earth-nature lets go of the results 
of the assimilation process (whether 
these be “seed” or ‘“‘manure’’); how- 
ever, after the point of maximum south 
latitude is reached and the planet moves 
again northward, the organism or per- 
sonality becomes repolarized in expecta- 
tion for a new period of intake. 
Uranus’ Cycle 

As an illustration we shall take the 
case of Uranus’ latitude cycle which

began in July 1861, early in the civil 
war and probably very near the time of 
the Union's defeat at Bull Run. Uranus 
was crossing the ecliptic northward. It 
reached its point of maximum latituds 
north in’ March 1883 (latitude north 
0°49), and crossed the ecliptic south- 
ward in February 1901. The point of 
maximum latitude south was touched 
during September 1922; and the cycle 
ended, as we saw previously, on July 
20, 1945, a few days after the atomic 
bomb explosion in New Mexico. The 
four “critical” years (or phases) of the 
cvcle were thus: 1861, 1883, 1900-01, 
1923—and again 1945. 

The sixties of last century, if the pat- 
tern ts significant, should have been a 
period of “intake” of Uranian energies 

and so should have been, an entire 
cycle before, the years following 1777; 
and today, the years following 1945 
The historical record is fairly clear on 
these points; except of course that somie 
people might wish, on purely historical 
grounds, to choose other dates as the 
most significant in this connection! Nev- 
ertheless, Uranus is the symbol of the 
transforming function in man and in 
society. Wherever same basic metamor- 
phosis takes place, there we must con- 
sider Uranus essentially at work—even 
though a complete process of metamor- 
phosis (social or personal) requires also 
the activity of the functions represented 
by Neptune and Pluto, as we have 
shown repeatedly in previous articles. 
And surely basic world-transformations 
occurred during the periods 1776 to 1789 
(American and French Revolutions, 
U. S. Constitution, the discovery of 
Uranus, etc.) and 1860 to 1870 (Civil 
War, Abolition of Slavery, Franco-Ger- 
man War and the world-ascendancy of 
U.S.A., imperial Germany and Japan, 
the Proclamation of Baha‘u'llah begin- 
ning the first religious movement for 
a federal World-Order, etc.) Lastly, 
since the revelation of the possibility of 
use of atomic power, for cither destruc- 
tion or complete economic world-trans- 
formation, we find humanity facing an 
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even. more momentous opportunity for 
Uranian metamorphosis. 

As, in the case of solar year (the 
cycle of declination of the Sun), the 
increase of the power of the solar rays 
is being felt some weeks before the 
spring equinox (the Sun’s “northward 
crossing” of the equatorial plane)—so, 
in the case of all nodal or latitude cycles, 
an increase in the radiation of the plan- 
et’s characteristic attributes is felt grad- 
ually as this planet approaches latitude 
0° and its “northward crossing” of the 
ecliptic. Uranus had maximum south 
. latitude in 1839-40, and from then on 
the planet’s revolutionary power trans- 
formed utterly our Western Society and 
all that this Society touched. The In- 
dustrial Revolution began around 1840; 
but it reached only its full momentum 
and its most concrete effects in the six- 
ties. The post-Civil-War era, with its 
transcontinental routes firmly established 
and the spread of large business cor- 
porations, marked the definite building- 
up of the United States as a great power. 
Likewise, in the religious field, the Bahai 
Movement began in 1884 with the Reve- 
lation of the first Persian Prophet, the 
Bab; but it took form as a potential 
world-wide structure only after Baha- 
‘u'llah’s Declaration in 1863, and when 
this latter Prophet established the fun- 
damental principles of a truly World- 
Order on a religious basis. In the field 
of political communism, Marx’s Mani- 
festo appeared in’ 1848; but the “Bible” 
of modern communism which made 
world-history in half of the inhabited 
globe was published in 1867, and the 
first Communist Revolution occurred in 
France in 1871, the ‘“Commune.’’‘In the 
field of science, German materialism and 
statism developed in the forties, but 
Darwinism gained power in the sixties, 
and together with it, the whole approach 
to biology and medicine symbolized by 
Pasteur. 

Of course, the influence of Neptune 
has to be added to that of Uranus in 
analyzing the Victorian Era. Neptune 
was at its south node in 1839,. and 
reached its north node in June-July 1920, 
at the time of the formation of the 


League of Nations—its maximum lati- 
tude south (1°51’) having been. reached 
presumably in the Fall 1877 (Neptune 
in Taurus). It must have had maximum 





latitude north at the very close of the 
18th century (beginning of the Napole- 
onic Era). Romanticism and the spread 
of German music, the socialism and hu- 
manitarianism of the eighteen-forties, 
American Spiritualism, the use of an- 
aesthetics and, in industry, of oil, also 
large-scale nationalism and imperialism 
—these and other factors typical of the 
Victorian Era can be related to the Nep- 
tunian function releasing both its spir- 
itwal seeds and its negative glamor 
around its southward crossing of the 
ecliptic. Finally, the more positive in- 
taking of Neptunian power began during 
the last decades of the 19th century and 
the new approach toward world-feder- 
alism and a global society grew in sig- 
nificance, culminating in the Wilsonian 
ideals of 1919-1920 and the victory of 
sea-controiling and oil-rich nations, with 
Neptune at its north node. 

While the Victorian Era can thus be 
said to be characterized—in a very broad 
sense and according to our present point 
of view—by a combination of Neptune- 
south-node and Uranus-north-node “in- 
fluences,” the first half of the 20th cen- 
tury can be seen highlighted by a 
combination of Neptune-north-node and 
Pluto-north-node energies, developing 
during the passage of Uranus through 
its south latitude hemicycle (1901-1945) ; 
the period between the announcement 
of the Quantum Theory (and soon after 
of Einstein’s formula) and the final con- 
crete demonstration of atomic power. 
The second half of our century, on the 
other hand, begins with and will be 


‘ overshadowed by the north node _posi- 


‘tion of Uranus (July 1945). Pluto was 
at its north node in September 1930, 
beginning its cycle just after its dis- 
covery by human eyes and minds. Its 
preceding cycle had begun around the 
winter 1682, with the south-node-cross- 
ing in 1770 and the point of maximum 
south latitude (17°28%) in the fall 1840. 


The Moon Cycle 


We took the relatively large periods 
of these three planets to illustrate the 
general pattern of the latitude cycle, but 
the rhythm of intake and release of the 
more rapidly moving planets is just as 
significant, provided one is able to isolate 
clearly the basic life-function to which 
each planet refers, and provided one does 
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not mix planes of significance in the 
interpretation. The cyclic pattern gives 
also valid indications in the field of lunar 
activity, and provides means of dividing 
the lunar “month” from north node to 
north node. This Nodal Month is slightly 
shorter than the sidereal month (succes- 
sive conjunctions with a fixed star), for 
during the latter period of 27.322 days 
the nodes have regressed nearly 14% de- 
grees. It would seem logical to consider 
this period from north node to north 
node as that to which the “lunar man- 
sions” should be referred, as Charles 
Jayne also suggested (cf. article August 
1947); for this nodal month refers to 
the motion of the Moon on her own 
orbital plane, and thus should be said 
to represent the ficld of purely lunar 
activity—-the field of the Moon-function. 

The Moon’s maximum of latitude 
north or south are 5°17’, and they are 
reached when the Moon's positions in 
the zodiac are at a 90° angle to the 
nodal axis. At these points the lunar 
function operates with minimum inten- 
sity or focalization in earth-nature and 
in all bio-psychic organisms. The Moon 
is as far withdrawn from the Earth as 
she can be; yet, at the same time, she 
is most active in her own sphere. What 
happens in that sphere during these mo- 
ments.of maximum latitude becomes fo- 
cused and exteriorized during the days 
when the Moon, every month, is con- 
junct her nodes. These are therefore 
days during which all that the Moon rep- 


‘resents in the fields of man’s organic 


psychological and social activity is 
brought to focus in man’s consciousness. 

From the point of view of what we 
have called in the preceding two articles 
“orbital astrology” the Moon has sig- 
nificance in terms of her orbit and of 
the space bounded by it. This lunar orbit 
surrounds the’ Earth-globé as the latter 
moves along its own orbital path; and 
it is for this reason essentially that, in 
the age-old astrological system of 
thought, the Moon was understood as 
“the Mother,” and the so-called. “sub- 
lunar realm” (the realm bounded by the 
Moon's orbit) .s a womb-like or pla- 
cental envelope. 

The reader might ask at this point: 
But do not the orbits of the extra-ter- 
restrial planets (from Mars outward) 
also surround the Earth ?—They do; but 





what they surround is the Earth's orbit, 
while the Moon’s enveloping realm sur- 
rounds the [arth’s globe as this globe 
moves on, and nothing more than this 
globe. This globe is the symbol, not of 
Man in his completeness of being, but 
of the outer focus of man’s activity, 
that is. his physical organism. Thus the 
Moon is that which “mothers” the phy- 
sical organism, the “outer man” as he 
meets his everyday experiences. 

More generally still, the Moon is the 
symbol of all that assists this outer man 
in facing and adjusting himself to the 
world and its incessant confrontations ; 
and just as the Moon’s orbit is partly 
inside of the Earth’s orbit- and partly 
outside of it, so there are everyday life- 
confrontations which refer to the inner 
world of man, and others which occur 
in his outer world. The inner world of 
personality is represented by all the ce- 
lestial bodies found within the Earth’s 
orbit (Venus, Mercury, Sun—and_pos- 
sibly at least one more planet); the 
outer world and its impact upon the 
development of the conscious and ego- 
structured personality are represented by 
all there is outside of the Earth's orbit. 

The Moon symbelizes not only the 
function of adaptation to life in all its 
aspects, but she is also that power which 
relates and, if all goes well, integrates 
the “inside” to the “outside.” She shut- 
tles' to and fro, crossing twice every 
month the outer rim of the Earth’s orbit 
at her nodes, and thus weaving pat- 
terns which bind together—in terms of 
significance, of value, of ideal, of outer 
efficiency and more successful adaptation 
—the inner -and outer aspects of indi- 
vidual man’s experience. If the Moon’s 
function breaks:down or operates under 
destructive strain, then it becomes, in- 
stead of integrator and pattern-maker, 
a power of confusion and unrelatedness ; 
and perhaps the cause of more or less 
acute schizophrenia and insanity. 

Sanity and insanity ‘depend thus 
greatly upon the quality and effective- 
ness of the Moon-function, because they 
are positive and negative expressions of 
the individual’s power to correlate his 
inner and his outer experiences in terms 
of every-day adjustment to the require- 
ments of the total situations confronting 
him. Sanity and insanity are however ex- 
tremes. In between them we have the 
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infinite gradations found in the average 
person who is neither very positively and 
creatively ‘“‘sane,” nor dangerously “in- 
sane.” Besides, what might appear as 
near-insanity from an average point of 
view may at times be the manifestation 
of, or a prelude to, a higher type of 
sanity. 

The position of the Moon in her lati- 
tude cycle (that is, with reference to 
her nodal axis) does not of itself indi- 
cate a tendency toward more or less 
than normal condition of sanity; but if 
the individual’s capacity of adjustment 
to his total life-experience is impaired 
or breaks down, the type and cause of 
the breakdown may be ascertained from 
such a position—which is a matter of 
real importance to the trained psycholo- 
gist .. . but perhaps to him alone! 


The Moon at Her Nodes 


Generally speaking, any person with a 
natal Moon near her nodes is likely to 
be strongly influenced by his or her 
mother, or by a_ substitute ‘Mother 
Image.” A state of dependence upon the 
“Mother” (in whatever form or con- 
dition) tends to be established when the 
Moon is near the north node; also a 
tendency to repudiate the mother and 
her influence should be strong with the 
natal Moon at the south node. But a 
south node Moon may refer even more 
to a transformation of the actual mother- 
relationship into a transcendent psychic 
Image (which may lead to religious or 
inspirational experiences), or to a pow- 
erful yearning for being an actual mother 
and for exercising maternal authority 
over physical or intellectual-spiritual chil- 
dren. 

The results of both these nodal posi- 
tions of the Moon can be either con- 
structive (toward sanity) or destructive 
(toward insanity). A strong reliance 
upon the mother may be transformed, 
as the personality matures, into a val- 
uable emphasis upon the ability to adjust 
to circumstances by means of a strongly 
developed capacity to “feel one’s way” 
through life. This can mean sheer op- 
portunism and behavior dictated by pure 
convenience, but also diplomacy and tact, 
the power of sympathy for and of un- 
derstanding of other people, and as a 
result the ability to give psychological 
help as well as to move adroitly through 


a disordered society. But, if the per- 
sonality cannot overcome the most ob- 
vious and instinctual or psychic types 
of attachment to the actual mother 
(largely, in most cases, because of this 
mother’s attitude), then a condition of 
personal maturity may never be reached. 
On the other hand, a natal Moon con- 
junct the south node can mean a nega- 
tive kind of “mother complex” based 
on a mixture of inner bondage and 
strong resentment, or a deep innate and 
instinctive ability to act positively as a 
“mother” in various kinds of relation- 
ships—to adjust situations and problems 
for others, 

When, in a chart, the Moon is in 
square to her nodal axis (maxima of 
latitude north or south) the tendency 
is for the mother-function, or the ca- 
pacity to adjust to everyday life, to 
operate in a somewhat remote and sub- 
jective, rather than efficacious and ob- 
jective, manner. Finally, the distinction 
between a natal Mogn with north latitude 
(i.e. between the north node and the 
south node, in the normal order of zo- 
diacal signs) and one with south latitude, 
can be of very real meaning in astro- 
psychological analysis—just as it is im- 
portant to know whether a person is born 
during the spring-summer, or during the 
fall-winter periods of the year. How- 
ever, it is not certain whether this dis- 
tinction is more“ important in practice, 
than the one between a natal Moon 
moving northward (in latitude) and one 
moving southward—which would corres- 
pond in another dimension to a natal 
Sun moving nortiward (winter-spring 
birth) or southward (summer-fall birth) 
in declination, .as we explained last 
month. 

A Moon moving northward toward the 
north pole of the ecliptic means a quality 
of personal adaptation to life in which the 
element of aspiration and of devotion to 
a collective-spiritual ideal and pattern of 
life predominates ; while a Moon moving 
southward and away from the point of 
maximum north latitude indicates a qual- 
ity of personal adaptation according to 
which the individual seeks above all to 
release or express a collective-spiritual 
ideal, style or pattern of behavior. 
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That Tired Feeling

bl article is for neurotics — people 
like you and me — people who are al- 
ways tired, ailing, half-sick, but who 
really have nothing the matter with 
them. No, I take that back; there ts 
something the matter, but it is not phys- 
ical. Unless there is some real orgahic 
trouble, in which case a physician is 
needed, reactions to your Moon or Venus 
are playing you strange tricks. 

The person who still is tired because, 
as he believes, of some heavy mental or 
physical exertion of a month back is 
fooling himself. ,If the toxins produced 
by a month old effort had not been 
eliminated in that time, the person 
would be dead, not merely tired. At 
least, that is what the doctors say. 

The physical body is not a recent de- 
velopment but has been on the job for a 
long, long time, and its organs will nor- 
mally carry on their functions very ade- 
quately if not interfered with by con- 
scious or subconscious suggestions to the 
contrary. Real fatigue can only result 
from recent effort. But the thought and” 
feeling of fatigue can be earried along* 
for years. 

If one is really fagged out, nature will 
quickly exert itself and the body will 
crave sleep. There is no stopping it; 
you rest, or eventually you die. But 
how often does that happen? The body 
has tremendous reserve forces which, 
under emergency, may be ealled out. 
Few of us have ever been anywhere near 
‘tired to death,’’ even though we may 
frequently use the phrase. 

After a period of emotional stress or 
excitement a feeling of weariness or ex- 
haustion overtakes us, in spite of the 
fact that there had been no expenditure 
of physical energy whatever. Glandular 
secretions do their work; the body re- 
sponds, and we are tired, fagged, all in. 

Viewed astrologically, Venus and the 
Moon have been overworked, for these 
are the planets which have most to do 
with our affections and emotions. Venus 
is related more closely with the love 
nature, with, of course, its sex implica-

tions, while the Moon is responsive to 
our feelings and sense impressions 
generally. 

A girl has a_ break with her boy 
friend. If he has let her down, she will 
have a feeling of depression or frustra- 
tion. If there has been a real row, she 
will be angry. But in either case those 
glands associated with the Moon or 
Venus will pour their secretions into 
the blood stream and as a result the 
body will become toxie and consequently 
fatigued. 

If that were the end of the matter, 
nature would clamor for rest, the rest 
would be taken and the body tissues re- 
newed. But too often that is not the 
end. After the rest, thoughts of the 
unhappy occurrence surge back; the 
same glands receive stimulus and repeat 
the process; the body again slumps. And 
so it goes, over and over, and ‘‘that 
tired feeling’’ persists for just so long 
as the unhappy thought is entertained. 
There really is nothing wrong physiecal- 
ly, regardless of the feeling; the emo- 
tions merely have been short-circuited. 

Now commonsense steps in and says, 
‘‘If you don’t enjoy the feeling, stop 
the thought.’’ ‘‘For as a man thinketh 
in his heart (emotions), so is he.’’ But 
you can’t stop the thought, you say! 
Quite true; you can’t if you don’t think 
that you can. But if desire is strong 
enough you can substitute a different 
thought and get a different glandular re- 
action. Or would you rather remain 
tired, be a depressing influence on 
others, and enjoy your melancholy? 
Some people, of the self-pitying type, 
apparently prefer such a course, 

Any emotion that is thought-stimu- 
lated over and over becomes chronic, be 
it happy or unhappy, uplifting or de- 
basing. If the specific emotional experi- 
ence is of a happy nature, thought- 
recall can make of it a real asset — 
buoyant and health-giving. But if, on 
the other hand, the experience is har- 
rowing, depressing or productive of an- 
ger, the body will respond accordingly. 
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A thought which invokes no emotional 
response is sterile. From where [ sit 
I ean look across the Hudson at the New 
Jersey shore and think all day about 
going over. But unless the thought 
stirs up an emotional desire for action. 
I shall never set foot in Jersey. - It is 
feeling, not thought, which brings about 
inner or outer bodily activity, whether 
it be favorable or otherwise. Thought 
-is capable of producing emotion; but it 
is the resultant emotion and not the 
thought which does the work. Mereury. 
‘‘messenger of the gods,’’ merely links 
the two. If you would have uplifting 
and constructive emotions and a healthy 
body, guard and guide your thoughts. 

Certain affectional and emotional 
trends are indicated by the sign pwsi- 
tions of Venus and the Moon at birth. 
While only trends, they will normally 
function on the emotional plane as de- 
lineated in the following condensed 
readings unless controlled and directed 
into different channels by the individual. 

ARIES: Moon: impulsive, forceful, 
high-strung, enthusiastic; but change- 
able. More liable to suffer from own 
actions than from those of others. Not 
apt to stay depressed or angry for long.

The sex factor usually assumes promi- 
nence and, if frustrated, eould cause a 
complex. 

GEMINI: Moon: changeable in feel- 
ings; emotional reactions tend to be

more of the mind than directly of the 
senses. The senses themselves — sight, 
hearing, touch, ete. — are more con- 
cerned with seeking information than 
for deriving purely sensuous pleasure 
Nervous in type; versatile, restless, but 
apt to be a bit superficial. As thought 
predominates, if not controlled ean be- 
come so-called ‘‘nervous wrecks,’’ al- 
ways seeking stimulants, Venus: refine- 
ment, good taste, socially inclined; love 
more a matter of the mind than of fhe 
senses. Often leads to more than one 
marriage. Not likely to stay emotionally 
depressed for long. 

CANCER: Moon: highly emotional 
and responsive to suggestion; senses 
acute, but resultant action apt to he 
Domestic, adaptable, changeable :

Venus: emo- 
tionally rather passive, but unselfish, 
charitable and self-sacrificing. Deeply 
devoted to family and friends, and often 
to some special interest or cause. The 
sympathies go out to the underprivileged 
and those in trouble. Frequently brings 
more than one marriage and strongly 
contrasting experiences in connection 
with-love and marriage. Liable to suffer 
from misrepresentation or fraud, with 
resultant emotional upsets and unfavor- 
able physical reactions, 

Everyone will naturally tend to re- 
spond to his or her own particular plane- 
tary placements as delineated, condi- 
tioned by house position and either ae- 
eented or modified by the aspects which 
the Moon or Venus receives. The greater 
the affliction, the more difficult will be 
the task of overcoming it; but it ean 


be done. Do not accept mere trends as 
fatalistie pronouncements for, apart 
from the conditions under which we 


started life here, our ‘‘fate’’ is in our 
own hands. 

Conditions and circumstances fre- 
quently are beyond our own control. 
but what counts for most is how we 
meet them. The urge may be strong to 
lose the temper, to act unkindly, to re- 
taliate, to put over a sharp or unsavory 
deal; but the fact remains that no one 
as to give way to the urge. Feel sorry 
for yourself, grieve over losses, reeall 
unhappy experiences, and you will have 
to pay. physieally ; your glands will see 
to that.

ACCIDENTS, ETC.

Recently in For the Ladies (April, 
1948 issue) you talked about the fac- 
tors involved in accidents, and if I re- 
member correctly, mentioned _ that 
Mercury and Mars are commonly 
prominent. 

In my experience, Saturn is’ prob- 
ably the dominating factor behind all 
serious accidents, since it is basically 
concerned with one’s adjustment to 
necessity, This is implicit in metaphys- 
ical lore, which maintains that if you 
are walking and a brick falls on your 
head, it is your fault and not the 
brick’s, becattse something in your to- 
tal experience has brought you to that 
place at that time so that the brick 
falls on you.

Ilhen those around 
expressed surprise at his statement, he 
said that he wasn’t properly minding 
his own business or he wouldn’t have 
had an accident, his business at that 
moment being full attention on his 
driving. These certainly are concepts 
that spring from Saturn’s basic mean- 
ing, which implies self-controlled ac- 
ceptance and adaptation: (or lack of 
them) to necessity. It is when we 
think circumstances are riding us too 
hard that we lose our sense of propor- 
tion and run into accidents through 
worry, heedlessness, excess speed or 
absent-mindedness. While minor cuts, 
bruises and breaks certainly can be 
traced to squares of Mercury and 
Mars to each other or the Moon, in 
really catastrophic or fatalistic-seem- 
ing accidents, one can probably trace 
out circumstances, objective or subjec- 
tive, of a Saturnine nature,

comparisons (May, 1948, page. 30). 
Have you noticed how often people 
with similar “bad” aspects, particu- 
larly squares to the Sun from Saturn, 
Uranus or Mars, are drawn together?

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BULL MARKETS 
From the Boston Herald, 
April 1, 1948: 


One of the most remarkable bits of 
statistical information about the stock 
market is the fact that for five conse- 
cutive decades the market went up 
during the years ended with an 8 and 
9. Of even greater interest perhaps is 
the further fact that the low for these 
five two-year periods was on every oc- 
casion made during the first quarter 
of the year ended with the number 8. 

The market at no time from April 1, 
1898, to the end of 1899 was as low 
as it was in the first quarter of 1S9S. 
The market at no time from April -1, 
1908 to the end of 1909 was as low 
as it was in the first quarter of 1908. 
The market at no time from April 1, 
1918 through 1919 was as low as it 
was in the first quarter of 1918. The 
market at no time from April 1, 1928, 
to the end of 1929 was as low as il 
was in the first quarter of 1928. From 
April 1, 1938 to the end of 1939 the 
market was at no time as low as it was 
in the first quarter of 1938. 

It seems pertinent to recall these 
things because today is April 1. If 
historical precedent is to be followed 
the market is not going to be as low 
again this year or next as it was dur- 
ing the three months’ period ended 
yesterday. 


COMMENT: Students of predictive 
analysis of world events. from the stand- 
point of Number will recognize that this 
Tise in prices on the stock market every 
time a year arrives in the calendar with 
an 8 at its end, is evidence of the indi- 
cation of the numerologically styled “end 
numeral.” This is the number in the cal- 
endar that is changed each year and 
under this change is to be noted the most 
immediate events and developments in 
world affairs, the contrasts of world 
opinion, the different trends in national 
and international social and economic ex- 
perience. 

In “8 and 9 years” a calendar cycle of 
9 years comes to a close which has the 
effect of bringing up, in immediate ex- 
perience, a higher intensity than in other 
years and, in relation to directions that 
are less emotionally affected than is per- 


sonal experience, it is-a “bullish” rather 
than a “bearish” result. 

This is due, of course, to the public 
reaction to the free and broad urges of 
numbers 8 ,and 9, and to the increased 
trading that is bound to result from such 
a mass intellectual pressure. 

The point made in the quoted news- 
paper item regarding the faci that it is 
not found that higher prices prevail in 
these years until after the first three 
inonths might seem strange, as the calen- 
dar year starts with January. 

Human society is collectively composed 
of individuals who, through a certain ma- 
terialistic density and lack of the proper 
information, lend themselves to a com- 
mon momentum of mental and physical 
activity. What this might be in any year, 
period of years or even in a century, can 
be measured by calendar changes because 
the prevalent calendar is the rhythm by 
which men live and function in the or- 
ganization of society. 

The momentum of any one year in the 
calendar thus has a tendency to be car- 
ried over and it is often noted that three 
or four months of the current year have

[In relation to the years having the 8

the period of the first three or four 
months of the next year following the 7, 
during the time when the momentum of 
the former year was dying down and 
that of the new year picking up, the 
stronger and more bullish tendency of 
the 8 would be depressed by the more 
immaterial, fearful, cautious character of 
the 7 

In these connections, however, it has 
always been found of interest to be ready 
for a reversal of bullishness on the last 
quarter of the year following the 8 and 
which ends with 9. A research into the 
last three months of-a year ending with 
9 and the first three months of the next 
one ending with 1, will uncover some cf 
the market’s worst crashes.

Alpha Lindanger, author of the se- 
ries currently appearing in our STU- 
DENTS’ DEPARTMENT, sends this 
additional data on cities of the United 
States: 

Buffalo, N. Y., April 20, 1832; Pasa- 
dena, Calif., 1:00 p.m., Jan. 27, 1874; 
Washington, D. C. (dedication), 4:00 
p.m., March 15, 1791 (for which the 
chart appears herewith). 

Mrs. Lindanger also submits a method 
of determining the suitability of a city 
to one’s own chart. To find the Right 
Ascension of any locality in West Longi- 
tude, subtract the longitude of city (town, 
etc.) from 360°, then entering a Tables 
of Houses for the latitude of the loca- 
tion, insert the house cusps forsthe given 
R. A. on a chart and place your own 
planets in ¢he chart thus drawn. An ex- 
ample of the ‘““Geoscope”’ of Washington, 
D. C., is given. Washington is located 
at 77° West Longitude. Subtracting 77° 
from 360° gives 283°; entering the 
Tables of Houses for 39° -North «Lati- 
tude,,one obtains the house cusps given 
in the accompanying geoscope. Mrs. Lin- 
danger points out that every President 
of the United States who was assassinated 
had Mars in the 7th house of the geo- 
scope for Washington, D. C., viz., Lin- 
coln, Mars in 23° 27’ Libra; Garfield, 
Mars in 7° 4% Scorpio; McKinley, M>~s 
in 17° 57’ Scorpio; Harding, Mars in 
12° Scorpio.

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. MIDHEAVEN CONTACTS

l-am a student of astrology and 
would like to make an inquiry concern- 
ing Margaret Morrell’s article, Con- 
tacts between Charts, in your Alay 
issue. 

Does the statement, “We might in- 
sert here that Ascendant and Mid- 
heaven contacts are often powerful 
factors,” mean that there must be a 
contact between the ascendant and 
midheaven themselves or a contact of 
a planet to the midheaven or ascen- 
dant. If the latter is. true, it will ex- 
plain something which has puzzled me 
along time, and | shall certainly thank 
you to put me straight on this matter.

ANSWER: I referred in the article. 
Contacts between Charts, to conjunctions 
between planets in one chart with the 
Ascendant or Midheaven in another. Mid- 
heaven contacts are often extremely in- 
dicative of relationships between em- 
plover and employee—an employee's Sun 
or Jupiter on an employer’s Midheaven 
usually brings luck to the business; an 
employer’s Saturn on an employee’s mid- 
heaven usually means a hard taskmaster, 
and so on. Of course, these midheaven 
contacts would also apply in any rela- 
tionship in its public aspect—a husband 
with Saturn on his wife’s midheaven 
might smother her public activities, be- 
little her, or in one way or another, add 
little credit to her name. Ascendant 
contacts are powerful in personal rela- 
tionships, in the instinctive attraction or 
dislike one feels for another person. 
These contacts will be taken up in detail 
in future articles in. the Contacts series. 

In infatuations which later peter out 
to nothing, Ascendant contacts (a planet 
in one chart conjunct the Ascendant in 
another) not backed up by other plan- 
etary contacts are often found. The same 
development often occurs with _ pro- 
gressed planet-Ascendant contacts ; an at- 
traction or friendship wanes after the 
progressed planet passes on from the 
Ascendant’ conjunction. Where such con- 
tacts form the only astrological bond be- 
tween the charts of prospective marital 
partners, a long engagement should he 
counselled.

PRENATAL PROGNOSTICATION

| have the . pleasure to receive 
monthly your American Astrology 
Magazine here and wish to let you 
know that its contents are alwaysvery 
interesting. I read in your February 
issue an item called Determining the 
Sex of the Expected Baby, and per- 
haps your readers will appreciate my 
researches in this matter. The difficulty 
is always to fix the exact day of 
Epoch. My experiences have shown 
that conception is only possible when 
the actual‘Moon passes the Ascendant 
or Descendant in the mother’s birth 
chart. So it is very simple to fix the 
day of conception, because there are 
in one month but two possibilities for 
conception, To determine the sex of 
the expected baby, and furthermore, 
io determine the date of conception if 
you wish to have a girl or a boy, you 
make the following calculations: Tf, 
on day of conception, the Moon on 
the Ascendant or Descendant of the 
mother’s chart is waxing, the child will 
be a boy; if the Moon in the same po- 
sition is waning, the child will be a 
girl. If we know the period of fertil- 
ity of a woman, it is simple to deter- 
mine a date for conception for a son 
or daughter. 

It 1s somewhat difficult for me to 
express my thoughts in your language 
but I hope you may understand. 

Furthermore, I wish to draw the at- 
tention of your readers to two very 
dangerous degces of the sodiac: 5° 
Sagittarius and 10°-11° Cancer. The 
first degrees of Sagittarius are associ- 
ated with violent death. In maps of 
airplane accidents I found. those de- 
grees culminating. In an airplane ac- 
cident at Schiphol, an airplane was 
circling round above the aviation field 
for half. an hour and crashed just 
when the 10th degree of Cancer 
ascended. Had that plane landed a 
quarter of an hour before, nothing 
would have happened. Especially 1 
found these constellations in maps of 
pilots. In an.explosion of a powder 
magazine, 1 also found 10° Cancer 
ascending. In the chart of Emile Zola 
you will find 5° Sagittarius ascendina, 
and in the chart of the late John G.

On isn't it beautiful!” “Doesn't it 
make you feel good!” “It’s so pleasant 
to have nice things around.” 

Thus speaks Venus. : 

Venus is the planet synonymous with 
everything in life that is smooth, har- 
monious, appealing, pleasing and sooth- 
ing. Her manner is circuitous, quiet and 
enveloping. She is the complete anti- 
thesis of Mars, her natural partner and 
fulfiller, who is direct, disturbing, free- 
dom-loving and exciting. Venus is static. 
Symbolically, she expresses as complete 
rest, a vessel that receives. That is why 
Venus is associated with every thought 
of comfort, of beauty, of luxury, of 
ease, of relaxation and of self-pamper- 
ing. Venus makes us feel good. We seek 
the things of Venus because she ex- 
presses in those forms which we are 
conditioned to look upon as desiderat- 
ums—the good things of life. Venus is 
always personal, never detached. She 
clings and cloys and never lets go, for 
Venus is the principle of cohesion, of 
holding on. She may be indifferent, but 
that again is personal, for she is indif- 
ferent to what doesn’t concern her. 

In mystic or esoteric astrology, Venus 
stands as a symbol of complete balance 
that holds things together in an envelop- 
ment that conceals. In practical astrol- 
ogy, Venus stands for form or struc- 
tures, but the mystic symbolism. still 
holds, for the form is an outward sym- 
bol that. conceals the inner meaning. 
We say that Mars starts things and 
Venus finishes them, or that Venus is 
the planet of “end results.” This is be- 
cause Venus rules Taurus which is fixed 
earth and is synomynous with the great- 
est fixity of the zodiac, and a symbol of 
security. 

Put Venus also rules Libra, the sign 
of relationships or balance in life. When 
the balance of life is maintained, the 
security of Venus lies within, in spir- 
itual sustainment which is her highest 


manifestation. In Taurus, Venus ex- 
presses as security on the physical realm, 
as property and/or fixed assets. When 
fear of security concentrates the mind 
on personal assets, the whole life be- 
comes centered on tangible forms and 
these become the end-all and be-all—the 
whole purpose of living. When, how- 
ever, the balanced side of Venus also 
works, a sense of proportion demands 
ultimate as well as material values. 
Venus then works in the frame of ref- 
erence which puts due emphasis where 
it belongs. Her resources are expressed 
in harmonious relationships as well as 
in tangible entities. 

In ancient lore, Venus corresponds 
to the Bees, or the workers who first 
built their hives for themselves and then 


.went out to gather for others. Always 


with Venus, the personal love precedes 
love for others. The honey which the 
Bees gather is that essence of sweet- 
ness which to humanity is love, the 
most sought after essence of human 
experience. Human love always begins 
with self and the adding to self to perpet- 
uate the self. In perpetuation, however, 
love becomes enlarged to admit others. 
Feeling for the family then supersedes 
the feeling for self. On a larger scale 
this becomes love for humanity, where 
the individual forgets himself in help- 
ing others. Since Venus is the principle — 
of cohesion, her power through har- 
mony holds life in balance. This same 
holding to establish form expresses as 
precedent, which Venus also rules. This 
best manifests in learning from past ex- 
perience or though examining what has 
gone before in the light of what may be. 
Its negative manifestation is the lean- 
ing on the superficialities of custom. 
Hence, Venus keeps people in line to do 
what other people are doing, to wear 
what “they” wear, to read what “they” 
read and thik what “they” think, for 
Venus loves to be in the swim, She 
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compromises, appeases or adapts rather 
than cures, for her tendency is to keep 
the surface smooth. Her best expression 
is in true conciliation, where opposing 
forces each give up something for mu- 
tual gain, without losing face. In mystic 
astrology, this holding cohesive power 
is expressed as “relaxation into the cre- 
ative forces.” Then life with its pro- 
ductive energy flows through the wo- 
man, or Venus, and the child or idea 
grows. 


Venus on the Angles 


Venus at the Ist angle expresses in 
Mars’ territory, hence she is active 
rather than passive, which latter is her 
true role. She looks about to fill her 
receptacle in her own way and: becomes 
aggressive. Because the Ist angle cor- 
responds to those elements of life which 
are tentative and uncertain, she lacks 
inner poise. To find reassurance, she 
constantly rushes out for experience. 
Since the Ist angle is the most personal, 
those with Venus here constantly seek 
love, and experiences may be many and 
painful, because the outpouring comes 
first, and thought second. The individ- 
ual seeks love for himself. that per- 
sonal love which actually ‘is self-ag- 
grandizement, for he has not yet learned 
to share. He wants to hold on to the 
one or those he loves. But this‘is not 
the angle of holding—this is the angle 
of beginnings. 

Hence, those with Venus in the 12th, 
Ist or 2nd houses and/or its related 
sign, Pisces, Aries and Taurus, should 
be encouraged to realize the dangers of 
a too outrushing desire in this area dom- 
inated by Aries. Venus here rushes out 
to conquer, clings over-long or sets too 
little store upon herself. She gives too 
much for tdo litttle or to. the wrong 
people, or she loses heart, or sometimes 
gives up personal love altogether in self- 
abnegation. All expressions are extremes. 
What must be cultivated is awareness 
of consequences. Experience must be 
motivated by other than personal desire. 
This in turn develops more enduring 
attractions. Venus in the Ist angle ex- 
presses best when personal desire is 


trarismuted over a wider area of under- 
standing and tolerance. As has been fre- 
quently pointed out, she should “chan- 
nel the persistent desire for one into a 
liking for many.” Yet this tis the most 
difficult concept of love for this Venus 
to practice, in spite of her difficult ex- 





periences. This does not mean _ that 
Venus at the Ist angle and/or its re- 
lated signs is selfish, but is ‘basically 
self-concerned or centered. Love arises 
from “I want”. To be love-worthy, the 
individual must deliberately cultivate 
sensitivity to the’ wants of others. 

Venus at the 4th angle manifests 
through the area. dominated by the 
Moon’s influence, or life’s basic susten- 
ance.” Venus here is often at her most 
static. Since permanence is the goal in 
building foundations, Venus may seek 
to hold her environment, base of life 
and the products thereof in a mold 
which frequently stagnates because it is 
based on the permanence of form rather 
than of spirit. She then manifests the 
negative side of Cancer, the sign of 
growth, which through fear draws 
everything to cgnter, to have more and 
more, rather than strengthening center 
to give out more and more. Individuals 
with Venus at this angle sometimes have 
as a life’s desire the yearning for a 
nice home, a_ pleasant environment, 
where they can feel good through sheer 
physical comfort. 

Hence, those with Venus in the 3rd, 
4th or 5th houses and/or its related 
sign, Gemini, Cancer or Leo, in the area 
dominated by Cancer, should be en- 
couraged to realize their tendency to 
use their resources for personal protec- 
tion rather than for personal growth. 
The emphasis must be placed on build- 
ing to sustain rather than to hold. The 
home, its environment and its results 
then provide a spiritual as well as a 
physical center,-not only for the family, 
but for all those who ask. It then be- 
comes a retreat from which strength is 
gained to go out again. The accretions 
at this angle are then truly permanent 
for they are based on intangibles—spir- 
itual strength. 

Venus at the 7th angle is in her own 
precinct which emphasizes the Venusian 
influence. What must be strenuously 
controlled is the tendency toward a too 
personal attitude at the axis that de- 
mands impersonality, for the 7th is the 
angle of relationships. Libra is the sign 
of balance or law. Fundamentally this 
means the principle of holding together 
vet permit all the pieces of the whole to 
retain individuality. This allows for con- 
structive friction or>movement, rather 
than the cohesion that is complete hal- 
ance or depth. Partnerships flourish be-

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Astrology in the Far East

Ovccasionaty, when reading the 
newspapers we are struck by the fact 
that the Far East is still one part of 
the world where Astrology is taken very 
seriously. The Koreans have refused 
to accept the day of the May eclipse 
as their election day. Then we find that 
the inception date of the Burmese re- 
public was chosen astrologically. 
Astrofogers in the enlivhtened West, 
however, are still not sufficiently rec- 
ognized to say anything concerning the 
timing of important political moves. 
They can merely sigh when they see big 
things started with Mercury retrograd- 
ing, or with such aspects in force, or 
coming, as will prove fatal to various 
enterprises. Think of the Bogota Con- 
ference with the Sun opposing Neptune. 
No wonder it ran into a snag—and a 
snag of the nature of Neptune. Think 
of the UN voting partition for Pales- 
tine last November at the exact time 
when Uranus was on the Ascendant 
and Mars on the Fourth cusp. Any as- 
trologer could have told that august 
body what Uranus and Mars in such 
positions would mean, but no one would 
have done more than smile at the astrol- 
oger’s “superstitious ignorance.” Look-'

ing ahead we note that the new Jewish 
State scheduled to start May 16th will 
try to operate under Moon conjunct 
Mars, Sun square Mars, and Venus 
square Neptune. Setting the chart up 
for 0.00 A.M. we find on that date 
Pluto, Saturn and Mars in the Seventh 
house of open enemies. How tragic !* 

In contrast then, let us note Burma’s 
choice for her new state, the Union of 
Burma, a choice made by that country’s 
astrologers. According to the New York 
Times they chose Sunday, Januasy 4, 
1948 at 4:20 A.M. Rangoon. Rangoon 
is 96 East Longitude and 17 North Lat- 
itude. The city is standardized on the 
meridian of 97 East 30, thus we should 
add 6 minutes to the Standard Time, 
giving us a local mean time of 4:26 
A.M. We find Jupiter rises in Sagit- 
tarius, followed by the Sun and Mer- 
cury in’Capricorn, and later by Venus 
in Aquarius. 

Needless to say no astrologer can put 
the planets where he pleases even in an 
election chart. He had to put them in 
the celestial longitude where they hap- 


t% We print above the chart of the actual Procla- 
mation, iftstead of that for the expiration of the 
British Mandate. The chart for the expiration of the 
Mandate swings the’ Leo planets into the 7th house, 
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pen to be. He ¢an, however, decide to 
some extent in what houses they shall 
be placed because he chooses the time. 

Let us note what the Burmese avoided 
before we criticize the rest of the chart. 
They avoided a time® when the Moon 
applied to Neptune, and they chose one 
when it separated from that planet of 
confusion which would rule any party 
in opposition to the, government. They 
avoided putting Mars into the Tenth 
house where it would tend towards war. 
They placed it in the Ninth house where 
it is more likely to cause arguments 
than open warfare. They avoided put- 
ting Saturn into the Eighth house and 
allowed it to be in the Ninth house 
where, again, it can argue rather than 
cause a heavy death rate, or exceedingly 
heavy taxation. They very thoughtfully 
placed the Sun and Mercury on the 
Second cusp where these planets give 
the people a chance of becoming finan- 
cially independent after the first few 
months during which these two planets 
apply to a square of Neptune. They put 
Venus on the Third cusp so that they 
would be able to get along with the 
neighbors. They put Jupiter on the As- 
cendant so that the people would be 
cheerful, optimistic and prosptrous. 

The main Burmese problem will come 
from Uranus in the Seventh house. A 
foreign country at some time can cause 
them trouble. Some of this can start 
during 1948, but the critical time for 
Burma will be in about seven or eight 
years hence. For all that, she will get 
unexpected help, however. 

In the light of the Burmese horoscope, 
which on the whole is a very fine one, 
let, us compare it with the horoscopes 
of the Dominions of India and Pakistan 
which were not set astrologically. Un- 
fortunately, Western education has made 
some of the leaders of those two coun- 
tries so ashamed of their very able 
astrologers that they did not call them 
into conference. Thus it is the fault of 
modern science and not of astrology 
that the two Dominions operate under 
Saturn and Pluto close to their nadirs, 
both in square to Jupiter. Then both 
Dominions have Mars in square to Nep- 
tune creating violence. When Mars 
makes its conjunction to Neptune in 
early August there can be extreme prob- 
lems in regard to finance, health, crops 
and industries. ,

cause the whole is more :mportant than 
the part; yet the whole benefits most 
when each part is independent. Then 
dependence is mutual because it is 
inter-related. In a realm that depends 
on co-operation, the tendency is to ex- 
pect too much from others. 

Hence, individuals with Venus in the 
6th, 7th or 8th houses and/or their re- 
lated signs, Virgo, Libra or Scorpio, 
should be encoufraged to cultivate aware- 
ness of the human element in their re- 
lationships, for they are apt to be per- 
fectionists. Love may express as Over- 
fastidiousness, mercenary calculation or 
a jealous sexuality ‘that brings nothing 
but misery. The best expression is in 
mutual sharing, for Venus at this angle 
must always include others in her con- 
sciousness, whether in work, in union 
or in reciprocal sustainment. 

Venus at the 10th angle is in the 
area dominated by Saturn, which re- 
quires spirituality. This angle accentu- 
ates prominence, but it is the promi- 
nence that accrues because it is earned. 
To last it must be above self. The love 
must be for humanity and for the group. 
This doesn’t mean that Venus in Sagit 
tarius, Capricorn or Aquarius can never 
experience personal love, but it is the 
love that springs from service. Every 
planet in Saturn’s territory must ex 
press “I give” rather than “I take.’”’ The 
10th angle is the professional angle: 
that is, what the individual ‘rofesses” 
becomes his profession or career. Hence, 
the love expressed at this angle must 
be professed with truth, for these signs 
are public signs. Life confronts the in- 
dividual with the testing of what he 
professes. 

Hence, those with Venus in 9th, 10th 
and 11th houses and/or their related 
signs, Sagittarius, Capricorn and Aquar- 
ius, should be made aware of the seri- 
ous nature of the love expression in this 
Capricorn dominated area. Somehow it 
seems that life compels them, at one 
time or another, to demonstrate publicly 
the value in the love they profess. Its 
rewards come from building a feeling 
of being at one with humanity and 
through the personal love, expressing 
love for all, whether in companionship, 
duty or impersonal devotion.

The Moving Hora 


Te chart generally known as a 
Horary is a set chart, being erected for 
the birth of a question or an idea. It is 
based upon the theory that the psycho- 
logical time of a question will have its 
counterpart, as well as its answer, in 
the heavens. 

There is no doubt but what, once its 
laws have been learned, that it will ade- 
quately do the job; but the moving 
Horary seems to have been generally 
overlooked. 

Nothing stands still — the earth, the 
heavens, the planets, the vital Sun, hu- 
man affairs, or character. Neither does 
the Horary, for horary means hour; and 
the hour itself does not stand _ still. 
Events tick off on the wheels of the 
Ilorary chart as the problem arises in 
the Ist house and then passes from your 
attention into the 12th. 

It is the most useful chart in Astrol- 
ogy, from a practical point of view, for 
it gives a quick understanding of the 
little everyday affairs of life and helps 
you solve them to your own advantage. 

I started my researeh into this chart 
by making up a regular Horary figure 
at the time that I sat down to my desk 
each morning. I could tell just what 
would happen throughout the day from 
the planetary aspects and their relation- 
ship to the Ascendant. By moving the 
Aseendant backward or forward, I could 
obtain information on any time of the 
day that I wished. 

Whatever is in the Ist house is what 
is taking place at the moment, if not 
exteriorly, then in your own thoughts, 
and in the world about you. Use the 
sign on the cusp, its aspeets to planets; 
ihe Lord of the cusp, with its aspects to 
other eusps or planets; and any planets 
that may be in the Ist house, with their 
aspects to other cusps or planets. 

If someone calls you on the telephone 
or stops in to see you, you will find the 
proceedings in the Ist house, with all 
aspects to that house giving you a de- 
scription of the conditions prevalent, as 
well as of the person or persons par- 
ticipating. Notice, now, the next sign 
coming up and how it will gradually

displace the thought, action or talk of 
the original cusp sign as it swings along 
through the Ist house and disappears 
into the 12th, to make way for the next 
sign following. 

This swing continues throughout the 
twenty-four hours of the day, day in 
and day out, year in and year out, giv- 
ing you the daily events as it moves. 
From it you can chart your aetions, 
make your plans, and follow them out 
to your own best advantage. This is 
the real psychological astrology, where 
you can wateh your own mind ‘tick’, 
while watching the progress of your own 
and the world’s affairs. The world may 
not know what it is doing, but you will. 
I use this chart for all little everyday 
affairs that need help, understanding or 
clearing up. I bought my meat on it 
during periods when meat was so hard 
to get and I was never without. [I still 
use it for buying searce materials, It 
has a million practical everyday uses to 
make life easier and more fortunate. 

Use your Ascendant to get the time 
of the day that you wish information 
about ; or make up a chart and lay it on 
your desk blotter. Stick a thumb tack 
at the Ascendant point, just off the chart 
into the blotter. Now move the chart 
forward or backward to whatever part 
of the day you wish information on, 
keeping the thumb tack as an Ascendant 
point. ' 

Is there an aspect between any of the 
planets coming into formation during 
the day? Allow several hours ahead for 
the Moon. Often it operates a whole 
day ahead of time. Do you want in- 
formation on the time of day these as- 
pects will operate? 

Move your chart to bring the first 
planet coming up, that is a part of the 
aspect, into the Ist house. This will be 
the first time during the day that the 
condition will come to your attention. 
Any other time of the twenty-four hours 
that any point of this aspect rises into 
the Ist house or is aspected by the As- 
eendant. the condition will come up. 
Cheek these for information. 

Now, get the time of day of this, or 
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these, Ascendants. Look up the Ascend- 
ant in your Table of Houses under the 
latitude of the place for which you wish 
the information on. Subtract the Sideral 
Time of the Ascendant from the Sideral 
Time of the day given you in the 
Ephemeris, making the necessary correc- 
tions for longitude and hours the same 
as you would in a natal chart. This 
will give you the time of day of the 
happening, so make up a chart for this. 
The more accurate you become in mak- 
ing these corrections and in transform- 
ing this selected Ascendant into hours 
and minutes of the day, the more ac- 
curate your timing will be. Always 
eheck your charts to see if the Sun is at 
the Ascendant at Sunrise, at the MC at 
mid-day, at the DC at sunset and the 
IC at midnight, with its appropriate 
place in-between these hours. A little 
practice will enable you to do this at a 
glance. 

Problems, accidents, difficulties, deaths, 
or obstructions arise when the Ascend- 
ant or planets in the lst house are 
squared or opposed to planets or cusps 
in the rest of the chart. Malefiec planets 
in the angles — 4th, 7th, 10th 
squared or opposed to the Ist house 
(either planets or Ascendant) are very 
powerful, and generally so placed in 


severe accidents, fires, explosions, or 
dire trouble. 
Harmony, cooperation, accomplish- 


ment, good fortune or opportunity are 
in operation when the Ascendant or 
planets (or both) in the 1st house are 
sextile or trine to planets or cusps in 
the rest of the chart. 

Quinecunx aspects opgrate as service 
or health when the fastest moving planet 
is in a 6th house relationship to the 
slower moving one; but have to do with 
8th house affairs if the faster moving 
planet has passed the opposition of the 
slower moving one and is in Quineunx 
aspect from that point. Several Quin- 
cunx aspects are often found in death 
charts. 

The opposition constructed of a sex- 
tile and a trine will operate as a harvest 
of some former endeavor, while the 
three-sextile constructed opposition will 


operate as opportunity built upon 
former work. 
These conditions — opportunities, 


good fortune, problems or accidents — 





will pass as the aspected Ascendant and 
aspected planets swing into the 12th 
house. Then new opportunities, new 
problems, @ifferent ideas and different 
conditions take your attention as a new 
sign and new planets swing forward. 

The aspects of the large planets indi- 
eate the trends, while the aspects of the 
small ones — Sun, Moon, Venus, Mer- 
eury and Mars — indicate the days dn 
which those trends will be set off, with 
the Ascendant of the chart giving the 
time of day of action. For instance, if 
there is a Saturn square Neptune in the 
chart that relates to information which 
you want, go back to the beginning of 
the square for the beginning of the diffi- 
culty and erect a chart for that day. 
Cheek what was going on for the in- 
formation that yéu degire, remembering 
that each aspect to that square by an- 
other planet will have added something 
to the coming crisis of the square. 

If it is the future of this square that 
you are interested in, look ahead to the 
exact square, make up a chart and check 
the outlook, remembering that the last 
square of the big planets is the end of 
the crisis, while all aspects to it that 
have gone before have been cumulative 
action. f 

In this chart the South Node always 
indicates a point of worry or danger, or 
both, even though the worry may be 
only a subconscious one and the danger 
protected by fortunate aspects. 

This ability to look forward or back- 
ward has a splendid psychological effect 
upon a client. There is an immediate 
respect for a science or art that ean take 
a birthdate and mathematically compute 
just when and what happened to a per- 
son, particularly if he thought that only 
he, himself, knew about it. 

I had long done work for the mother 
of a lad who was somewhat skeptical of 
‘the stuff,’’ as he called it, although he 
admitted that it worked. He appeared 
one day at my door, worried because he 
was getting into an appalling number of 
accidents. I made up a chart and showed 
him, by moving the Ascendant backward 
and forward against a thumb tack on 
my blotter, how you could tell the time 
of day that there was a tendency to 
accidents. He was amazed to find that 
these accidents he had been in were at

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Fixed Stars and You 


THE FIXED STARS IN LEO 


Are Fixed Stars fixed? Certainly 
not! They obey the law of the universe: 
perpetual motion, Though they seem 
like shimmering sequins fastened to a 
midnight blue vault, they yet are mon- 
ster fireballs roaring along their~ im- 
mense orbits with inconceivable speed. 
Their fixity, like many other phenomena 
in the All Unknowable, is an illusion, 
caused by their light-year distances from 
our planet. ' 

Multiple motions affect the position 
shifts of the celestial orbs in the galaxy: 
the precessional, radial, tangential and 
proper velocity, too intricate to eluci- 
date here. So when we refer to the stars 
as fixed, it is in contrast to the erratics 
or “wanderers” of the ambient, the 
planets, which, because of their close 
proximity to the earth, appear to be 
moving fast. 

Take Aldebaran for an example. Its 
radial velocity is sixty one miles per 
second receding from our solar system. 
Like Antares and Fomalhaut, this Royal 
Star of Persia has long ago forsaken 
its position in the heart of Taurus, that 
once fashioned the Sphynx and inspired 
the Mythical Beast of the Apocalypse. 
The Watchers of the Sky are now well 
lodged in the first dacanates of their 
respective adjoining mutable signs, Ge- 
mini, Sagittarius and Pisces, though it 
took them hundreds of thousands of 
vears to get there. 

And now to Regulus in the tail end 
of Leo! This first magnitude star, the 
last of the royal Watchers to leave the 
fixed signs, is knocking at the portals 
of Virgo’s magical zone. Cherubic ro- 
hustness and resilient dynamo of brain 


and brawn, associated with fixity, will’ 


vanish for the greater emphasis on sub- 
limated rationality the mutable signs 
stand for—Virgo above all, the most 
delicately elusive to profanity, the most 
exquisitely erudite among the mutables. 

REGULUS—29° 18’ Leo: Constel- 
lation Leo, 

If you are born on August 21st, 22nd 
or 23rd, Regulus conjoins your natal 
Sun and you may consider yourself 
“lucky,” for this star eclipses all others 
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in the galaxy by its benign influence. 
Regulus is magnificent, noble, Jovian. 
Its chemical reaction on human life 
and health is stimulating and plethoric. 
Even its drawbacks are virtues in dis- 
guise: excessive generosity, emotional 
abandon, bigness of soul to the point 
of oblivion to enmity, imperviousness 
to evil. Picayune is a word unknown 
in the vocabulary of those whose spirit 
is illumined by the brilliant light of 
Regulus. 

The golden haired Alexander, great- 
est general of history, basked in the 
realization that the royal star conjoined 
the benefics in his nativity. He attributed 
his fantastic conquests to the grace of 
Jupiter Ammon, the god representing 
the stellar force of Regulus, intensify- 
ing with its Martian stimulus the quick 
alertness to opportunity the wise Jove 
is given credit for. Modern folk call 
it “hunches.” 

Because of its position in the center 
line of the Ecliptic, (0° 28’ North lati- 
tude) and its chemical light potency 
and salutary reaction on the human or- 
ganism, the hierophants of old wor- 
shipped Regulus as a magic gate through 
which, when opened by the lunations, 
unfathomable power flowed from four- 
dimensional entities. Mark this well, 
friends, for some of you with Regulus 
affecting your chart may get a glimmer 
of transcendental magic when Saturn, 
the high-priest of the magi, will con- 
join Regulus late in 1948 and a good 
part of 1949. 


The glyph of Regulus is geometrical 
and coldly precise. It is open at the top 
and bottom and. symbolizes thereby the 
law of Correspondence, expressed . in 
the Rosicrucian axiom: “As above, so 
below.” This means that no star is of 
itself evil and that one may use its 
cosmic force for good or for bad. Fn- 
graved on a plaque of metal—signifying 
the planetary ruler of the wearer—the 
seal of Regulus was suspended low 
around the neck so it would touch the 
solar plexus; it was considered a charm 
for military and political preferment. 
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The astrologers of the past were no less 
worshipful of Regulus than the poten- 
tates of antiquity. When Flamstead, the 
first Astronomer Royal of the Green- 
wich Observatory in England, was 
called upon to demonstrate his skill in 
Electional Astrology, he erected a map 
for the laying of its corner-stone. Flam- 
stead, mindful of traditional rules of 
Horary Astrology, choose as propitious 
that particular day in August, 1675 
when the lunation conjoined Regulus. 
His dexterity as an astrologer has since 
proven itself, for the observatory has 
withstood the ravages of time, weather 
and the aerial bombs of a technical war. 
Besides it has remained sans pareil 
through the centuries as the world’s 
ranking citadel for astronomical  re- 
search. 

Regulus always lends a touch of 
grandeur and_ substance to ventures 
started under its ray. Enter the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria, New York’s skyscraper 
hotel on Park Avenue, and you will 
instantly get the “feel” of majesty in 
the noble “largesse” of its lobbies and 
halls, the almost theatrical pretensious- 
ness in its residential suites, and the 
formidable names of the hotel guests 
—all typical evidences of the Regulus 
royal insignia. No wonder, for the pa- 
tron of this establishment, the late 
Lucius Boomer, considered one of 
America’s foremost hotel men, was a 
Sun-Regulus native (born August 
22nd). 

Sharing this birthdate was Claude De- 
bussy, the French composer. Here we 
discover this magnificent starlight ray in 
the breadth of tonal structure and the 
melodious whimsicalism, which Debussy 
music conjures forth as from remote 
cosmic pleasure-grounds for human ears 
to relish. 

When collective Karma is in mani- 
festation during periods of accelerated 
human evolution, Regulus will bestow 
the mask of tragedy that spells drama 
in its historical denouement. This was 
illustrated by the life and death of 
Crown Prince Rudolph of Austria, 
whose sun was with Regulus at birth. 
The tension of his soulhood, as _re- 
vealed by the presence of numerous vio- 
lent fixed stars in his nativity, seemed 
so insufferable to him, that this “play- 
boy of Vienna” sought escape in plea- 
sure and vice (Regulus-Sun in Fifth). 


But glamor ruled the day of the 
hero of Mayerling always, even at the 
moment of his suicide with beautiful 
Maria Vetsera. Drama, cloaked in the 
sordid vestments of incest, plotted the 
tomb for a brother-sister love. And so 
Regulus became a heavenly playwright, 
revealing the stark realism of destiny 
Karma, as grim as the Oedipus saga, 

PRAESAEPE—6° 07’ Leo: Con* 
stellation Cancer. ° 

NORTH ASELLI—6° 25’ Leo: 
Constellation Cancer. 

SOUTH ASELLI—7° 30’ Leo: 
Constellation Cancer. 

Here is ample proof that stars of 
lesser magnitude (Aselli), invisible 
stars and clusters (Praesaepe) exertya 
tremendous influence on human endeav- 
ors if, in line of light with a natal 
planet. The Sun particularly becomes an 
energy fulcrum when conjunct the 
above-mentioned stars, which occurs on 
July 28th, 29th, 30th or 31st. 

Therefore, if this is your birthday, 
you should note the following proud 
list of celebrity names. You too may 
be able to exploit this solar high-fre- 
quency: Sigmund Romberg, composer, 
the “father” of the Student Prince, 
(July 29th); William Powell, Joe E. 
Brown, actors, (July 29th); William 
Beebe, explorer (July 29th); the late 
Henry Ford, manufacturer (July 29th) ; 
Anton Dolin, America’s foremost ballet 
dancer (July 27th) ; also Leo Durocher, 
the Dodgers’ Lippy; George Bernard 
Shaw, playwright, and Paul Gallico, 
journalist. 

Sut clusters such as Praesaepe often 
introduce an element of under-handed- 
ness, of gossip-mongering and premedi- 
tated evil into a life, and if conjunct 
malefics, sometimes tragedy associated 
with physical violence or murder. Mus- 
solini had Mercury conjunct Sol with 
this group; Crown Prince Rudolph had 
Praesaepe with Saturn in the 4th. This 
signified his mother, Empress Elizabeth, 
who was assassinated while boarding a 
yacht on Lake Geneva. 

The road to success or even fame 
beckons for you who have this star 
group natally conjunct planets in your 
chart. But be watchful of your con- 
duct lest you become a victim of idle 
gossip. 

ACUBENS—12° 31’ Leo: Constel- 
lation Cancer. 
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This star is not very important in a 
nativity, except when it conjoins Venus 
or Luna. It seems to have affinity with 
showmanship, the vast field of amuse- 
ments, and bestows that welcome talent 
known as the “gentle art of self-ad- 
vertisement.” 

If you are born on August 5th, 6th 
or 7th you have Acubens with Sol, and 
share your birthdate with Louella Par- 
sons, Hollywood’s popular columnist, 
and Robert Taylor, the actor. Maurice 
Chevalier has Venus with Acubens; 
Roger Babson has Uranus with this 
star. Mahatma Ghandi and Nicolas 
Lenin had the Moon with Acubens. 

ALGENUBI—19° 35’ Leo: Constel- 
lation Leo. 

This star of only third magnitude 
may be considered a heavenly power 
station for highest spiritual enlightment, 
for it instills mysticism, or its lesser 
form—religfousness—in the hearts of 
tkose who have evolved. This is il- 
wistrated by the lives of Madame Bla- 
vatsky (Sun with Algenubi) and Joan 
vt Arc (Moon with this star) who 
wuly followed their star. The Maid of 
Orleans was a devout Roman Catholic 
as well as a mystic. 

Algenubi bestows a very unique gift, 
that of understanding our dumb friends, 
the animals, as for instance do circus 
trainers. You may have wondered why 
beasts and pets will take kindly to some 
humans and shy away from others. 
Well—give Algenubi some credit for 
this ability, as shown by John Ringling 
North (Sun with this star). He is the 
head of the greatest show in the world 
where animals are star performers under 
the “Big Top,” the circus. 

Algenubi is with your natal Sun if 
you saw the light on August 11th, 12th, 
13th or 14th. You are ambitious to 
succeed in any chosen field of endeavor, 
and possess attributes of leadership—the 
great asset of arousing faith and de- 
votion in the hearts of friends or fol- 
lowers. 

ALPHARD—26° 10’ Leo: Constel- 
lation Hydra. 

ADHAFERA— 26° 27’ Leo: Con- 
stellation Leo. 

AL JABBAH—27° 10’ Leo: Con- 
stellation Leo. 

Three stars within one degree of the 
Ecliptic have a collective light radiation 
that seems to show affinity with gold 
—actively and figuratively. Our brokers 


and stock market manipulators, bankers 
and financiers usually have a_ natal 
planet in line with this group. 

Take Bernard Baruch as an example 
(born August 19th). As a White House 
financial counselor he is credited with 
the spectacular US policy of “going off 
the gold standard.” 

Many Leo natiyes are successful when 
working against a financial background, 
in a bank or investment counselor’s of- 
fice, because a natal planet conjoins this 
group somewhere in their nativity. Sol 
is with these stars in your case if you 
were born on August 18th, 19th or 20th.

the times indicated. I suggested that he 
avoid traveling at that time, or else use 
the utmost caution while doing so. I 
showed him how and at what time the 
malefic square would pass into the 12th 
house. ; 

He took this all in with considerable 
wonderment but decided to prove my 
theory. He took the next evening, which 
I had indicated as being one of the most 
malefic of the year, to go out on a bievele 
to see what was going on in the world.

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Body Minerals and the Zodiac 


Part XV 


The Sodium Triad 
T ae links of the sodium triad to the 


water trinity of the zodiac are perhaps 
the most obvious of all. Life on our 
planet came out of the waters of the 
ocean physically and exotericly, as 
science well knows, and esotericly out 
of the ocean of space which was mois- 
ture laden—the steamy, misty vastnesses. 
As the Christian Bible records, “And 
the spirit of God moved upon the face 
of the waters.” Gen. 1--2. Farther on 
God speaks of “dividing the waters from 
the waters.” It is a law of the cosmos 
that all life is surrounded by the condi- 
lions necessary to sustain that life. In the 
beginning all life on this planet was sur- 
rounded by salt water; in other words, 
life existed in a salt water medium. This 
medium consisted of water, H.O and all 
minerals necessary to sustain the life 
of the first form, the cell. 

Through eons of time living forms 
evolved from that single cell into the 
complex human species called man. How- 
ever complex the form has become, those 
same conditions of mineral laden water 
are needed to support all living tissues 
and organs that make up the human 
body. In the body the mineral food 
matter is carried to all cells by the blood 
stream, the saline solution of which is 
still almost identical with sea water 
from. whence came the first living cel- 
lular forms. The chemical analysis of a 
drop of sea water and a drop of the 
saline. solution from some human body 
would be nearly the same. 

Man's body is approximately three- 
fourths water, even as the surface of our 
earth is about three-fourths ocean. The 
three sodiums needed for a_ perfectly 
functioning vehicle work with the water 
of the body. Each has a definite and 
specific work to perform that the ratio 
of water in the body may be maintained. 
Each has its own creative function. and 
let us emphasize again that the mineral 
cell salts are all creative, they are 
builders, they are the workers, and both 
the disintegration of cells and elimination 
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of waste matter is as much a building-up 
process as carrying to each cell the food 
needed to build it. The blood stream must 
not only carry food in mineral form to 
each living cell but it must remove from 
the cel! the waste matter of its metabolic 
processes. Both anabolism and catabolism 
are dependent upon needed mineral cell 
salts. Upon the minerals depend all func- 
tioning that is called life; they are the 
necessary negative pole of all created 
forms. 

There must be the building up and the 
tearing down, the integration and the dis- 
integration of the individual, cell that the 
life of the whole may go on. The end 
and aim of evolution is that each new cell 
be a better vehicle for the life force to 
work through. Man must evolve along 
that path whether he will or no. Man 
with his free will can merely hasten or 
delay his own progress—he cannot alter 
the basic law of evolution. Every meta- 
physian knows that if he works with the 
laws of life, his own life will be freer, 
happier and more harmonious. If he 
swims against the tide of life the work 
of living becomes more difficult, for 
living is really work and there is no more 
concentrated work than trying to fathom 
the laws of one’s own being, and it is 
even more laborious to conform to the 
laws once they are discovered—it is “The 
Great Work.’ We are all disciples’ of 
the law (Lord) the very word means 
discipline. Man has no greater task than 
the discipline of the self. 

The Latin name for Sodium is natrum, 
which means nature. Nature is often 
spoken of as the “handmaiden” of God, 
which means that manifestation or 
matter is “hand-made” of energy or 
spirit; energy plus substance—positive 
plus negative lines of force—beget body 
or form. The sodium-laden blood stream 
is the vehicle of the life energy or es- 
sence. The saline solution of the blood 
and all intercellular solutions contain a 
grater percentage of sodium than of any 
other mineral matter. Sodium chloride or 
common salt is one of the three forms of 
the body sodiums and there is very much 
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more of this common salt in the body 
fluids than in the cell structure; that is, 
the fluid medium in which cells live or 
that bathes each cell contains more 
sodium, while within the cell itself there 
is more potassium. Does this not indicate 
that potassium which we link to fire 
“moves upon” (or within) the “face of 
the waters?” Science has found that only 
two of the mineral elements in the body 
“decrease” with age, and one of these is 
sodium. We can easily see why this is so. 
The basic work of the sodiums is to 
neutralize the body acids; they are the 
workers with the body waste waters. As 
we study each one separately and its own 
special functions, we shall see why it is 
so important in helping to maintain this 
alkalinity of the body fluids. 

Alkalinity means life, acidity means 
death. Medical science says that the 
human body should be eighty per cent 
alkaline and twenty per cent acid, which 
at the present stage of evolution may be 
accurate, for our atmosphere is about 
80% nitrogen and 20% acid oxygen and 
quite likely there is a correlation there. 
The first part of the word oxygen comes 
from a word meaning “sharp” or acid. 
There is much more research to be done 
on this topic. 

We must remember that science bases 


’ its analysis upon the average human tis- 


sue, living or dead. Upon such analyses 
of dead matter or matter taken from a 
living organism there must always be un- 
certainty. The analysis of any fluid or 
tissue removed from the living organism 
does not necessarily give a true picture 
of that same tissue or fluid within the 
living form. The unknown equation of 
Life must always condition any dog- 
matic statements. In so farsas the merely 
physical elements of life are concerned, 
we owe deep gratitude to the scientists 
and their lives of patient research that 
has given us so much foundation to prove 
and make demonstrable the occult laws. 


Linked to Water Triad 


We have linked the three sodiums to 
the water triad of the zodiac: 


to Cancer—sodium phosphate—natrum phos. 
to Scorpio—sodium sulphate—natrum sulph. 
to Pisces—sodium chloride—natrum mur., 


and we have stated that each of these 

sodiums has a definite creative work with 

the water content of the human body. 
The primal work of sodium phosphate, 


the Cancer mineral cell salt, is to neutral- 
ize the waste lactic acid of cell activity. 
Lactic acid is the NATURAL result of all 
physical activity. Every physical move- 
ment from the slightest action like the 
blinking of the eyelid to the most violent 
activity of work or play results in the by- 
product “lactic acid,” i.e., the result of 
all muscular movement is lactic acid. Life 
is activity, both conscious activity like 
work and play, and activity below the 
level of consciousness, like digestion and 
other body functions. Even the brain ac- 
tivity of thinking results like all other 
activity in lactic acid. Life is growth, 
nature is growth, growth is natural ac- 
tivity; and wise mother nature supplies 
herself with the mineral means and their 
power to deal with the results of growth- 
action. It is sodium phosphate (natrum 
phos.) whose work is to split all the 
waste lactic acid into water (H,O) and 
carbon dioxide (CO,). Note one of 
these results is the water, part of which 
is eliminated as urine and the other is 
carbon dioxide, which is carried to the 
lungs to be exchanged for oxygen. 
Nature is most efficient; some of the 
water split out of the lactic acid is puri- 
fied within the body and re-used to main- 
tain the water ratio needed to support 
life. Until quite recently science has 
maintained that all carbon dioxide must 
be outbreathed, but now that is ques- 
tioned and the latest scientific theory is 
that part of that is rechemicalized for 
use within the living organism. The latter 
theory appears the sounder for all life is 
balance between opposites. 

If albumin (protoplasm) remains 
within the body unused it acts biochem- 
ically like an acid. Sodium phosphate 
works to neutralize this acidity. The 
waste acids of the body eat and destroy 
the calciums and magnesium as their first 
prey (magnesium phosphate and calcium 
phosphate). These always seem “mar- 
ried” to each other in cell structure. This 
is quite plainly illustrated by the accom- 
panying diagram. 

We note that calcium phosphate is al- 
located to Taurus, the negative pole of 
Venus, and magnesium phosphate to 
Libra, the positive pole of Venus. In the 
first reséarch on the minerals by Schues- 
sler, magnesium phos and calcium phos 
were thought to be one mineral salt be- 
cause always found together. 

As previously stated, the sign Cancer 
rules the breasts and milk, the gastric 
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juices and nutrition in general. Chyle is 
the end product of all the digestive op- 
erations and it is a “milky” sort of sub- 
stance containing all the nutriment 
garnered from food and ready to be 
taken up by the blood stream. The word 
lactic’ means milk so the association of 
sodium phosphate (and its work with the 
lactic acid of muscular activity) with the 
sign Cancer seems most obvious. Cancer 
and its ruler the Moon have dominion 
over the pituitary gland, one of the basic 
secretions of which is needed for the 
formation of all cells. The “Milk and 
Honey” of the Bible is the milky secre- 
tion of the pituitary and the honey 
colored secretion from the pineal. The 
land flowing with that “milk and honey” 
is the brain, the vehicle of mind and con- 
sciousness, and when man’s thinking and 
feeling “in his heart” furnish these or- 
gans with motive power the essences of 
life flow down through an aperture at the 
base of the skull and down the spinal 
cord to the end where lies curled the 
spirit fire (life force) in man and the 
raising of which is evolution of man to- 
ward the One, the source of all life. 

The spinal cavity is the basin of the 
“sacred river of life.” Through it flows 
the life force, down from the ventricles 
of the brain, to nourish the body. with 
energy, the vital force, and from the base 
of this tube there rises the volital “Christ 
oil” back to the brain to light man’s way 
through life. 

Down from the pituitary gland within 
the head flows substance needed for the 
formation of all the soma or body cells. 
This secretion works especially with the 
calcium content of the blood stream. 
This statement may sound strange, 
perhaps it will help the reader to call 
to mind pictures of a babe in utero in its 
earlier stages. The head was very large 
in relation to the rest of the body that 
was forming. When the babe neared its 
time of birth this ratio had changed and 
the head had become very much smaller 
in comparison with the rest of the body. 
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Cancer is the sign of growth and ex- 
pansion ; it expresses itself outwardly in 
relation to motherhood and nutrition, but 
behind this outer meaning lies the deep 
and buried story of physical regenera- 
tion. When all the secretions of the 
pituitary are kept within the body to 
build, and repair the soma cells and none 
of the secretions used to fulfill the needs 
of procreation are lost in sex expression, 
all essences are returned to the brain to 
illumine man. 

The medical world has discovered the 
close relationship between the secretions 
of the pituitary and the procreative 
processes. It uses certain of the pituitary 
hormones to aid the delivery in childbirth 

The story of physical pregnancy and 
childbirth is the story of Cancer and its 
ruler the Moon, but the story of re- 
generation and rebirth and the Moon is 
written in the Aloon’s exaltation in 
Taurus. When all the hormones and 
enzymes of the pituitary (ruled by the 
Moon) are used to integrate into cell- 
form the energy generated by Kali phos. 
(Potassium phosphate), the Aries min- 
eral (in which sign the Sun is exalted), 
then the union of the sun and moon. 
1.e., fire and water—heaven and earth 
spirit and matter—proclaims the herme 
tic marriage. Herein is fulfiled the Bible 
passage, which reads, “The sons of God” 
(sparks of the spirit of life energy gen- 
erated in the spleen by Kali phos., as- 
sociated with Aries which rules the 
spleen and kali phos. and the exaltation 
sign of the sun) meet “the daughters of 
earth’’— the negative secretions from the 
pituitary ruled by the Moon and whose 
sign of exaltation is the earth sign 
Taurus; then man is born, a third factor 
as symbolized by Gemini, two-poled 
Gemini; Castor and Pollux, the one mor- 
tal, the child of earth, flesh and bone; 
the other immortal, the child of spirit, 
the Christ child in each and every human 
being.

“First,” he said, “you must choose your- 
self four octogenarian grandparents .. . 

An ancient proverb warns against 
marrying the only white sheep in a black 
family. Today's psychologist advises a 
young man in search of a wife to meet 
the mother and aunts of the young lady 
before he shops for an engagement ring. 

Of course young people are still 
known to say that “in-laws” are no 
blood relation, or that they aren’t marry- 
ing the whole family and these state- 
ments are true, The arrival of their chil- 
dren will make these things matter in a 
big way, however, 

We must realize that human beings 
obey the same basic laws of heredity as 
all other living things. As the scientist 
has said, “who, by taking thought, can 
add one chromosome, or even one de- 
terminer to his organization?” Each in- 
dividual develops from the twenty four 
pairs of chromosomes received (in equal 
numbers) from his father and mother, 
just as animals and plants receive their 
characteristics from the normal number 
of chromosomes carried by each species. 
Known variations range from four to 
one hundred sixty eight pairs. The num- 
ber of genes, or hereditary determiners 
of physical, mental and temperamental 
qualities, ranges into thousands, produc- 
ing the infinite variations in living things 
within the’ definite pattern of each spe- 
cies. Just how the chromosomes carry 
these thousands of genes, or how they 
actually work is one of the great mys- 
teries of science yet to be solved. 

Not many of us are capable of devel- 
oping characteristics which were not 
present in our hereditary endowment, 
but lack of. favorable environment pre- 
vents many of our potential powers from 
becoming manifest during our lives. We 
are the final product of heredity and en- 
vironment—nature plus nurture. 

What are some of the things we in- 
herit ? Along with physical characteristics 
such as stature, hair and skin color, vi- 
tality and acuteness of senses we list

mental capacity or lack of it, both bril- 
liance and feeble-mindedness being re- 
cessive to normal mediocrity, the special 
abilities as in music, languages, mathe- 
matics, art, mechanics, leadership and 
dexterity. Insanity, epilepsy and feeble- 
mindedness are carried by defective 
genes along with certain diseases or de- 
formities which may be dominant or re- 
cessive in character. The practical value 
of genetic knowledge may be suggested 
by the classic contrasts of studies made 
of the gifted Edwards family and of the 
submerged Jukes “tribe” though many 
champions of the underdog may question 
the moral and social values by which 
judgment is thus rendered. The man in 
the saddle is always right and we must 
not question how he got there. That we 
must know and use the science of 
genetics for social progress can hardly 
be denied when we consider another 
study which lists the following chances 
of having a son gifted enough to be 
listed in Who’s Who: 

1 in 48,000 for unskilled laborers 

680 for farmers 

105 for physicians 
46 for professional men 
20 for clergymen. 

Before discussing heredity from the 
purely astrological viewpoint, as we will 
do in the next article of this series, we 
will need an elementary knowledge of 
the mechanism by which it works. Its 
fundamental laws were discovered by 
Gregor Mendel, a native of the sign Can- 
cer, working with garden peas in his 
obscure monastery garden. He discov- 
ered the genes, those living units com- 
parable to chemical atoms, which carry 
traits from parent to offspring, and 
found that their action did not blend but 
was segregated and acted according to 
definite laws. Many traits are due to 
simple dominant-recessive pairs, others 
are heterozygous or intermediate between 
the two pure types, while a few are sex- 
linked because carried in the one xx fe- 
male or the one xy male chromosome. 
There are also lethal (deathdealing), de- 
fective and mutant genes. There is abso- 
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lutely no evidence for the inheritance of 
acquired characteristics, however. Traits 
most likely to re-appear in offspring are 
those present in both parents or both 
families. Many traits definitely hereditary 
are due to combinations of two or more 
genes and these produce wide variations 
in offspring. An example is color in 
mulattos (who are pure white crossed 
with pure black) which in some cases 
may produce 1/16th almost white off- 
spring and 1/16 nearly black offspring 
with any degree of coloring in betwéen. 

Examples of sex-linked traits are 
haemophilia and color-blindness, trans- 
mitted through the daughters to the sons 
but not affecting the daughters them- 
selves unless both their father and 
mother carried the defective gene. A 
striking example is the tortoiseshell cat, 
always a female, in a patched coat of 
red and black. Her brothers can be red 
or black but the male cannot carry both 
colors in his single xy chromosome. This 
same sex linkage produces. the blue- 
cream! female, as blue and cream are pro- 
duced by the black and red genes plus a 
color dilution factor. 

The dominant-recessive pair of genes 
produces a great many traits and its ac- 
tion must be understood before the 
breeding of plants or animals can be 
anything but pure guesswork. Working 
with the law, a breeder successful in 
producing the desired combination of 
traits in his foundation stock can by 
proper procedure fix them as pure-bred 
(or breeding true) in the second or third 
generation of offspring, something which 
trial and error methods might take vears 
to accomplish or might fail completely. 
It is erroneous to say that an antmal is 
'g a certain variety or color based on the 
old theory of inheritance by blood; he 
may or may not be pure-bred in one or 
more traits possessed by an ancestor. 
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genes) with that of their darker subjects. 


Mendel found that’in crossing a dom- 
inant with a recessive gene, as tall peas 
with short peas, or purple blossom with 
white blossom, the first generation off- 
spring are always of the dominant type. 
The second generation is hybrid, pro- 
ducing three dominant and one recessive. 
Of the three dominant, one is pure, two 
are hybrid, producing an equal propor- 
tion of dominant and recessive offspring. 
The one recessive is a pure recessive. 
These proportions apply to large num- 
bers of offspring, not to a single animal's 
litter. As a breeder of black and blue 
Persian cats, the writer often has to ex- 
plain to the novice buyer that these col- 
ors obey the simple dominant-recessive 
law. One does. not count the numbers of 
black or blue ancestors on the pedigree 
but makes a progeny test to find whether 
a certain black cat is the pure dominant, 
throwing all black offspring, or is by- 
brid for blue, producing equal numbers 
of black and blue kittens. Blue cats from 
the cross are pure recessive and will not 
produce black offspring unless mated to 
black. There is the answer to the puz- 
zling question of why two black cats can 
and occasionally do produce a whole blue 
litter and of why we cannot hope for 
any black ‘kittens in the litters of blue 
cats from black ancestry. We make the 
color cross to gain in our blacks the 
show points carried by the more highly 
developed blue strains. 

In human beings, some dominant-re- 
cessive traits are tall-short, brunette- 
blond, curly-straight hair, brown-blue 
eyes. Thus a tall blue eyed man and a 
short brown eyed woman (or vice versa) 
may expect tall, brown-eyed, curly-haired 
children; the recessive traits then re-ap- 
pear in approximately one fourth of the 
grandchildren. The complete breeding 
out of recessive defects, once the eu- 
genists dream, is not now considered 
possible, though sterilization of the de- 
fective would immediately cut down a 
great deal of insanity, feeble-mindedness, 
crime and abnorniality. Line breeding, 
the most useful tool of plant and animal 
breeders, is considered the height of im- 
morality in humans—the only really fa- 
mous product of a dozen consecutive 
brother-sister matings being Cleopatra, 
the last of the Ptolemies who conquered 
Egypt but never mingled their pure 
Macedonian blood (or as we would say,

Astrology Explores Psychoanalysis 


Part VII 


\¢ TH the groundwork of definitions 
firmly laid, visualization of things be- 
yond effective diagrammization is with- 
in grasp. But diagrams are dead things, 
inert and inadequate except for a weak, 
innate power of suggestion. In graphic 
or definitive presentation of abstractions, 
we encounter the same feeling of insuf- 
ficiency and even worthlessness experi- 
enced by the amateur artist who views a 
desert sunset, palate and brushes in 
hand. As well describe a true mystical 
experience in journalistic prose. We 
shall make an attempt, however feeble, 
to impart to our reader-students some 
inkling of the contents of the uncon- 
scious microcosm. Paracelsus succeeded 
in phrasing it thuswise: 

“There is a heaven and earth in 
man as there is in the Macrocosm, 
and in that heaven are all the celes- 
tial influences, whose visible repre- 
sentations we see in the sky, such 
as the planets and stars, the milky 
way, the Zodiac, et cetera, neither 
more nor less, for the Microcosm is 
an exact counterpart of the Macro- 
cosm in every respect except its ex- 
ternal form.” 

Scholar Paracelsus wrote extensively 
on the doctrine of universal counter- 
parts, implying at all times the existence 
of an unconscious sphere. Mystical sym- 
bology represents the unconscious sphere 
under the guise of “the human aura,” 
visible by clairvoyance, with its various 
divisions and_ subdivisions. Shearing 
graphic, and definitive outlines of the hu- 
man aura of their esoteric terms and 
mysterious constructions, we find our 
ingredients to be but simple Jungian 
diagrams typical of those to be found in 
the texts of analytic psychology. More 
impressive and romantic descriptions of 
the auric sphere (what Jung and Freud 
call the unconscious) may be read in 
Manly Palmer Hall’s incomparable The 
Philosophy of Astrology (Philosophical 
Research Society, Inc., 1943). 

The realm of the unconscious may be 
likened to the rotunda of a planetarium, 
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in the center of which a Copernican or- 
rery is operating. It is a heliocentric 
plan of the solar system, the Sun glow- 
ing at the barycentric center of the plan- 
ets revolving in orbits about it at vary- 
ing speeds and distances. The ball of the 
orrery representing the Earth, around 
which a lesser ball (the Moon) is gy- 
rating, stands as the vehicle of the Ego 
with its attendant satellite, the Shadow. 
The central Sun is suggestive of the 
Self, which dominates the whole inter- 
nal universe by its radiation. Stars and 
clusters and nebulae spangle the remote 
surface of the sphere, while an invisible 
axial system multi-sects the entire gal- 
axy into twelve equal sections. Viewed 
from a point on the circumambulating 
Earth, the planets and luminaries transit 
the twelve sectors with characteristics of 
motion familiar to the ephemeris-user. 
A rather sketchy figuration, the symbol 
of this internal planetarium rings truer 
to actuality than mig't be guessed upon 
first consideration. ach of the orrery’s 


_ balls denotes a vortex of cosmic energy, 


an ergie, a planet in man. A planet in 
man is an archetype, an_ inescapable, 
eternal principle imbedded deep within 
the unconscious universe, whose exis- 
tence is unknown to the consciousness 
except through its irrupting influence. A 
sign in man then is a specific tone. on 
the sounding-board of the internal zodi- 
ac through which the archetypes sound 
their presence. 


The Archetypes 


Modern psychoanalysts tell us that the 
individual is the product of the history 
atid (phyletic) memory of the human 
race, residuals of which constitute the 
contents of the unconscious. Within 
every human being lies the racial mem- 
ory, beneath which repose vestiges of 
recollection antedating even the develop- 
ment of homo sapiens in dim and re- 
mote ages of the past. In depths so low 
that their nethermost contents can never 
be made conscious lie the prehistoric 
records of the rounds and races (?) 
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through which the collective psyche has 
involved and evolved. In a higher stra- 
tum of the collective psyche «rests. the 
awful memories of primitive life in a 
jungle of fear and pain. On every high- 
er and higher level of the collective un- 
conscious are preserved the fossils of 
ben Adam’s rises and falls, his struggle 
for light and life, his gradual integra- 
tion into clans, tribes, cities, states, ma- 
tions and empires. More important than 
this, the religions he organized linger 
and stir restlessly within his unconscious 
as symbols, superstitions and remnants 
of ecstasy, bundled’ together in units of 
reference as his mythologies. é 

The elements and characters of 
mythology represent the most effective 
archetypes. (Cf. C. G. Jung’s Psychology 
of the Unconscious, Dodd, Mead, 1916.) 
If we proceed on the assumption that 
every integrated archetype is an adjunct 
of a planetary quality in the. psyche, 
analysis of the principle myths and re- 
ligious symbols of mankind throws an 
entirely new light on our astrological 
concept. The principals and locale of 
every myth, from the Olympian pantheon 
to Longfellow’s Hiawatha, are amenable 
to identification with planets and signs. 
While we cannot at present engage in a 
diligent and detailed exposition of the 
archetypes as they relate to horoscopy, 
we can emphasize their importance by 
citation of an example. Our instance will 
be the Mother-I/mago archetype. 

In astrology we teach that the Moon 
symbolizes the maternal principle in na- 
ture, that its sign, Cancer, rules the sea 
both literally and figuratively, and that 
the fourth house denotes the native’s 
mother. Other rulerships ascribed to the 
chart’s nadir range from caves and 
mines to houses, cities and forests. 

The employment of the maternal sym- 
bol in religion needs hardly to be men- 
tioned, as this device is used and revered 
in all faiths and pantheons. The “mother 
symbol,” like all archetypes, inheres in 
the collective unconscious as a primor- 
dial image, as what Jung calls an “or- 
gan of the soul.” In _ this collective 
psyche it assumes the form of the vari- 
ous goddesses and. feminine deities of 
antiquity, such as the Madonna Mary, 
Rhea, Isis, Mother Nature, Kwan-yin, 
Kwan:on, Maya Deva, Amia. Aditi, et 
cetera. In the personal unconscious, the 


imagery clothes itself in the form of the 
individual’s mother, and thence becomes 
the Oedipus Contplex (“mother-com- 
plex”) about which we read so much in 
psychoanalytic works. 

In dream symbolism, the Mother- 
Imago effronts itself in many and di- 
verse ways, projecting itself as the 
image of a city, a cave, the ocean, a tree, 
or yonic religious symbol. Those readers 
familiar with dreams and their mechan- 
isms will see the reason for this imme- 
diately. All cavities, receptacles, under- 
world and pastoral scenes in dreams sig- 
nify the maternal complex at work.. /1 
is extremely interesting to note that all 
the maternal and yonic (womb-like ) 
symbols listed by Freud in his writings 
on drcam interpretation are lunar, Can- 
cerian and fourth-house factors. Further 
examples are: houses, rooms, pits, hol- 
lows, forests and thickets (public hair), 
jars and bottles, wood, chests, coffin 
(“end of life”), fruit in general (or- 
chards, parts of the female anatomy), 
landscapes, furniture, etc. What is even 
more amazing, as we shall eventually 
prove, is the manner in which every fac- 
tor in a horoscope has its corresponding 
symbology in dreams as well as myths 
and fairy-tales. This will be brought out 
vividly in our forthcoming analysis of 
the twelve houses as per psychoanalysis. 

As demonstrated, by studying mythol- 
ogy and psychoanalysis, we are able to 
arrive at remarkable astrological deduc- 
tions as to the psychic significance of 
the horoscopic, planetary and zodiacal 
components, which we would otherwise 
fail to realize. Each archetype is al- 
legorical of planetary and zodiacal oper- 
ations within the individual and_ his 
genera, the race. Every irruption from 
the unconscious deep, from fragmentary 
recollection of the sinking of continents 
to the passion of the Gospel story, 
stands significant of processes and_pro- 
duce of the individual psyche. Well did 
Paracelsus declare: “Jnnumerable are 
the entities in man: in him are angels 
and devils, heaven and hell, the whole of 
the animal creation, the vegetable and 
mineral. kingdoms.” And if. the horo- 
scope of birth is a chart of the psychic 
totality of its native. the horoscope con- 
tains more than we have yet dared to 
dream.

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Contacts Between Charts 


SUN—SATURN CONTACTS 


Sun-SATURN contacts are of ex- 
treme importance because they are so 
frequently encountered — so much _ so 
that one is forced’ to conclude that a 
mutual attraction exists. This is not so 
curious as it might seem at first glance. 
for the Sun is an “out-going” line of 
energy, while Saturn is an “in-drawing”’ 
force. This is borne out in experience, 
for investigation will usually prove that 
the Saturn person is initially drawn to 
the Sun rather than vice versa; the Suu 
is pulled into the attraction later when 
it is clearly established that his out- 
going. force has found an appreciative 
channel in the in-drawing of Saturn. 
This again squares with theory, for the 
force of a conjunction between charts 
exists by virtue of the fact that two 
planets occupy the same area of the 
zodiac; in other words, both planets 
function in the manner described by 
the sign, so that a similarity exists. 
When one planet represents the “posi- 
tive” pole of out-going energy, and the 
other the “negative” pole of in-drawing, 
a strong and efficient “circuit” is formed 
which is hard to break—and it is true 
that despite the many frictions, the bond 
between persons having a Sun-Saturn 
contact is extremely difficult to dis- 
solve, 

The most general statement that can 
be made about Saturn in one chart con- 
junct the Sun in another chart is that 
Saturn benefits from the association. 
This means that a native whose Saturn 
is on the Sun of another individual 
benefits from his contact with that per- 
son. .But conversely, it need not mean 
that the Sun is a loser thereby—that 
depends on how much the Sun has to 
give. The Sun is not destroyed by Sat- 
urn and rarely is it completely drained, 
for the Sun represents an almost illim- 
itable flawer of the basic energy in any 
individual’s life. The Sun native may 
feel “drained” at times by the Saturn 
native, i.¢., the Saturn native may tire 
him (or her) emotionally, mentally or 
even. physically, but his energy is al- 
ways capable of being. recovered later. 
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From the foregoing, it will be seen 
that we do not consider Sun-Saturn 
conjunctions as necessarily adverse. 
They are not particularly happy emo- 
tionally, for Saturn dampens the ardor 
of the Sun, almost always represents 
the critic in the association, and tends 
to take a rather superior attitude, rather 
like that of a wise adult to the innocent 
and therefore vulnerable and_ slightly 
foolish child. The superiority of the 
attitude of Saturn in this association 
is much like the seif-defensive bluster 
assumed at times by an individual with 
an inferiority complex. 

For these reasons, Sun-Saturn con- 
junctions are less desirable between 
marriage partners than in business as- 
sociations. In the intimate and emo- 
tional relationship of marriage, the re- 
striction, criticism and coldness of . the 
Saturn show up with exaggeration; the 
Sun partner feels smothered, and finally 
resents the superior attitude and con- 
stant rebukes of Saturn. Unless other 
strong planetary contacts exist—Venus- 
Mars, Venus-Uranus, Moon-Venus, Ju- 
piter or Mars—the- marriage is likely to 
be unhappy or to disintegrate into a 
businesslike, keep-up-appearances level. 
This applies especially to the United 
States, Canada and perhaps England. 
where marriage is entered into for emo- 
tional rather than practical reasons. In 
Latin or Oriental countries where mar- 
riage is contracted much as a business 
house is established, Sun-Saturn con- 
junctions might well represent a con- 
structive, stable factor, for this con- 
junction often appears where at least 
one of the partners has married for se- 
curity reasons. : 

In business partnerships, Sun-Saturn 
conjunctions usually work out well; the 
Saturn caution, ability for organization, 
alertness to opportunities, when com- 
bined with the Sun’s imagination, dar- 
ing, urge to accomplish, and greater so- 
ciability, form a well balanced partner- 
ship. Here, too, the Sun partner may 
resent the drawbacks imposed by the 
Saturn, but since. the union is formed 
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on a non-emotional basis or to achieve 
a non-emotional result, the resentment 
has none of the bitterness that occurs 
in the marital relationship. Futhermore, 
so long as the combination continues 
to function effectively, the Sun will be 
disposed to swallow any resentment he 
feels. Unusually the Saturn partner con- 
tributes less to the foundation of the 
business—in money or ideas as the case 
may be—so that although he may do 
more than his share later to further 
the business, one is still able to recog- 
nize that Saturn has definitely bene- 
fited from the Sun, even tho the lat- 
ter has also derived his benefit from the 
association. The point here is that the 

Sun might have succeeded without the 
Saturn, but Saturn was less likely to 
go places without the Sun. Neverthe- 
less, we would say that where the Sun 
of the chart as a whole shows a lack 
of caution, balance or good business 
horse sense, a partnership with a native 
whose Saturn is on the Sun (of the 
former) would be entirely desirable. 

_Following out the idea that Saturn 
benefits from the Sun, a pupil is able to 
absorb an unusual amount of informa- 
tion from a teacher whose Sun is on his 
or her (the pupil’s) Saturn. For in- 
stance, a child with Saturn in Pisces 
can gain a great deal from a Pisces- 
Sun teacher, even tho the child may 
belittle the teacher in some ways, where- 
as a teacher with Saturn in Pisces may 
be unusually impatient with her Pisces- 
Sun pupils. 

An employer is likely to get the most 
work and greater loyalty from an em- 
ployee whose Sun is under his Saturn; 
on the other hand, the native who wants 
to work up in organization may be most 
successful if he works for an employer 
whose sun is in the sign that holds 
his (the employee’s) Saturn. 

One usually also gains the greatest 
benefit physically from a doctor, dentist 
or ‘other practitioneer whose Sun is in 
the sign of one’s own Saturn. 

Since Sun-Saturn is not primarily an 
emotional contact, it is not encountered 
so frequently between close friends, ex- 
cept where other strong contacts exist. 
There are too many chances for Saturn 
to hurt the feelings of the other person, 
so that associations formed are likely 
not to be of enduring existence. Where 
the contact occurs in relationships that 


one cannot avoid—relatives, in-laws, etc. 
—friction is almost invariably promi- 
nent. 

Saturn-Sun conjunctions between par- 
ents and children require an extreme 
amount of insight and tolerance. Many 
children who inherit money or are 
started in business by their parents have 
Saturn on one of the parent’s (usually 
the father’s) Sun. In like manner, 
parents who are Supported by their 
children or otherwise become a burden 
(mental or psychological ) often have Sat- 
urn on a child’s* Sun. 

Leaving the material side of this con- 
tact aside, the psychological bond in all 
these cases is terrific. A child with 
Saturn on the Sun of either of the 
parents is usually a source of worry 
or unhealthy solicitude; the parent feels 
that the child is weak physically, is sen- 
sitive emotionally, or in one way Or an- 
other needs special understanding and 
care. Since Saturn absorbs and clings, 
and especially in the childhood years 


when dependence is normal, a_ psy- 
chological bond is established which 
may be irrevocable. In this instance 


the Sun can weaken Saturn by the gifts 
it bestows upon it, depending upon the 
strength of the child’s chart from other 
angles. Sooner or later, in these cases, 
a reaction will set in which is bound 
to bring sorrow to the parent, for if 
the Saturn-contact child realizes that his 
weekness or ineffectuality stems from 
the parent’s oversolicitude, he can react 
with characteristic coldness—here is a 
foundation in astrology for the classic 
expression of parents, “After what I’ve 
done for him, all I get in return is in- 
gratitude.” If you have a child with 
Saturn in your Sun sign, strive to let 
him or her stand alone; more than 
that, insist upon, it. Cut the apron 
strings ruthlessly. Don’t defend him to 
your husband or wife, or to teachers. 
Make him fight his own battles, even 
tho you fear he may fail. Don’t in 
any way pander to his weakness, mis- 
takes, or excuse them, for you'll do him 
more ultimate harm than good if you 
try to stand between him and the world. 
Where Saturn in a parent’s chart is 
on a child’s Sun, one has the makings 
of a “mother” or “father” complex; as 
psychologists are aware, this may take 
the form of love or hate, but the abnor- 
mality of the bond is certain. In most 
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Saturn was in the degree areas indicated during the following periods:

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of the cases that come to the astrolo- 
ger’s attention, the child is already an 
adult and the damage has been done. 
This is really a more difficult contact 
than where the parent’s Sun is on the 
child’s Saturn, for the actual and as- 
trological relationship is inverted, 1.e., 
the dependent (Saturn) is the parent, 
whereas in the normal parent-child re- 
lationship, the child is the dependent. 
Here the child is apt to feel an ab- 
normal sense of responsibility toward 
or for the parent—he becomes as it 
were the protecting parent, who must 
make sacrifices for his “child.” Parents 
with Saturn on a child’s Sun should 
make an intelligent effort to set the 
child free, should demonstrate their own 
abilities or talents, should refuse to 
cling, should start early to make a 
life of their own apart from interest in 
the child. (In contradistinction to the 
child’s Saturn-parent’s Sun conjunction 
where the child must be made to stand 
on his own feet, here the parent must 
insist on his or her ability to maintain 
an independent life.) Too often these 
cases result in the child refusing op- 
portunities to marry, to take a job away 
from home, etc., or in the parent living 
with the child after the latter marries. 
The parent may protest honestly that 
he or she neither asks, expects nor de- 
sires such a development, but unfor- 
tunately, the psychological block, es- 
tablished during childhood, holds fast 
even against protest. It is only in 
the early formative years that astro- 
logical advice will yield results; by the 
time adulthood is reached, except in un- 
usual” cases, only psychoanalysis can 
break ‘the bond or restore the individual 
to his essential wholenes:, and even this 
method is far from always successful. 

Temporary conditions approximating 
those described in various relationships 
may prevail for a period of two to 
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three years when the progressed Sun 
in one person’s chart reaches the posi- 
tion of Saturn in another chart (or vice 


versa, altho this is rarer due to the 
slow motion of progressed Saturn), but 
like all progressed contacts between 
charts, the emotional circumstance sel- 
dom holds after the progressing planet 
moves away from the degree occupied 
by the planet in the other chart. 

Theoretically, the Sun-Saturn opposi- 
tion between charts should form an 
ideal balance, since Saturn is somewhat 
of an alter-ego to the Sun. In _ prac- 
tise, however, there is an overaware- 
ness at each end that results in a lack 
of complete objectivity—the Sun sees 
nothing but Saturn in the other person 
and Saturn sees only the Sun—and be- 
cause of this, they are seldom drawn 
together unless other strong attracting 
contacts exist. Where the opposition is 
present in families or other “inevitable” 
associations, each individual should en- 
deavor not to take a one-sided view 
of the other person—he should try to 
see him whole, giving full value to all 
the aspects of his character. Other 
contacts or harmonious relationships be- 
tween planets (here the trines and sex- 
tiles help) open the way to a fuller 
understanding if they are used instead 
of letting the one contact stick out like 
a sore thumb, so to speak. 

The accompanying table shows the 
positions of Saturn in the signs from 
1878 to the present. Find your birth- 
day in the degree area headings; any- 
one born in any of the intervals listed 
directly beneath your Sun degree area 
has Saturn on your Sun. The table can 
also be used conversely, i.e., find your 
birthday in the intervals listed by month 
and year; the -heading above this col- 
umn will give you the degree area of 
the sign in which your Saturn falls. 
Your Saturn will then’ be on the Sun 
of any person born in this degree area. 
Allow approximately ten days for each 
degree area given; for instance, the 
Sun is in Aries from March 21st to 
April 20th; then anyone born between 
March 2st to 3lst has the Sun in the 
0 to 11 degree area of Aries; anyone 
born April Ist to 10th has the Sun ins» 
11 to 21 degrees of Aries, and so on.

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From a Teacher’s Notebook 


Texts on aspects are so unsatisfac- 
tory because in suggesting capsule read- 
ings applicable in all cases, the writers 
are attempting an impossible task. The 
wise student will therefore reject such 
nonsense as “Venus square Saturn con- 
sorts with the dregs of society and ends 
in the gutter,” and learn to evolve his 
own readings. There is a technique for 
doing this, and though it lies in the realm 
of the art of interpretation, it can be 
taught. ' 

What is an aspect? It is an angular 
relation between one dynamic focus in 
a horoscope (a planet) and another. 
Each planet, according to sign and house, 
functions in a certain way, and in a spe- 
cial field or set of circumstances. In ad- 
dition, it 1s affected by contact with an- 
other planet, which is itself specifically 
characterized by house and sign and by 
its aspects. Complex? Of course, but 
the process can be broken down, and the 
student can proceed step by step. Each 
additional factor considered is a refine- 
ment of interpretation; it does not cancel 
out the earlier or simpler evaluations. 

Let’s take the interesting Venus-Saturn 
contact—in the conjunction, square and 
opposition. 

The conjunction is an aspect of empha- 
sis or power, because one section of the 
zodiac is weighted by the presence of the 
two or more dynamic points in that spe- 
cific area. By the same token, there is a 
lack of perspective between the planets so 
conjoined, They work together, for good 
or ill, because they are together, and they 
do so automatically, without awareness 
in the realm of the one of the defining 
impact of the other. 

Understanding the conjunction per se, 
now define each planet in its own terms. 
Venus rules the satisfactions of life, the 
personal values, the “finishing,” conserv- 
ing, accumulating principle in practical 
affairs. These consummations enhance 
the personality, make what has been 
gleaned from the effort or experience a 
personal value or possession, something 
vou can build a fence around and say 
“this is mine.” You feel good about 
coming off with the trophy—whether it 
is someone’s regard or friendship, money 
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or goods, beautiful clothes or accessories, 
cultural trophies such as pictures or 
books, a fine education, the civilized com- 
forts and social amenities of practical 
living. Venus runs the gamut from the 
necessary principle of gratifying self en- 
hancement to the most negative vanity or 
self indulgence. 

Saturn, a vulnerable point of acute 
sensitiveness, is the security urge in the 
chart, the defense mechanism, the disci- 
plinary (because defining) force that 
leaves some people cringing weakly be- 
hind their defenses, that makes others 
crystallize their points of strength and 
so build up defenses against the en- 
croachment of the outside world. Saturn 
makes some take the offensive (defen- 
sively motivated, of course) to “get in 
the first lick.” Thus, Saturn is the point 
of sharpest awareness of practical reali- 
ties, of outside worldly values. The 
greatest success (in terms of worldly 
achievement) is built on Saturn, and the 
dreariest failures—when the disciplinary, 
defining or regulating force is irrespon- 
sibly surrendered to circumstances or to 
some ‘outside authority. 

Now for the conjunction of Venus- 
Saturn: In astrological algebra—Venus 
glamorizes or refines the Saturn drive, 
gives it a personal edge; Saturn defines, 
regulates, narrows or deepens, makes of 
critical importance the Venusian result. 
Everything of personal value, whatever 
the person gleans or gains from effort or 
experience and can call his own, is de- 
fensively achieved, has the security mo- 
tive behind it. Similarly, the native’s 
security urge or ambition is colored by 
his personal criterion of values, by his 
material wants, by the needs and drives 
of a personal vanity. This works out in 
practical life in a myriad ways. First, 
one must allow for the ever-present “X” 
factor (unknown to any outsider) of how 
the person uses his potentialities. The 
outworking of the aspect depends on 
what the values are, what are the desired 
consummations of the life. Is it money? 
Is it the gratifications of courtship—so- 
cial popularity or the glamorizing effects 
of a pleasant love affair? Is it culture? 
Is it personal recognition in a field of 
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art? Is it merely creature comforts: 
There are as many values as there are 
people to evaluate them. Secondly, what 
form does the security drive take? Is 
it building brick on brick to achievement, 
or building brick on brick a prison of 
fear of the world and its demands? Does 
it sharpen the wits and the political 
sense, give a keen knowledge “of the 
score,” give a firm, responsible grasp of 
practical realities, with ability for their 
organization and control, or is it building 
up a fear-motivated resentment and sus- 
pic._.. of the world, \ith a corollary well 
of self pity in which the person who 
fails himself and other can wallow? 
How impossible to give a “capsule” 
reading of all that Venus conjunct Sat- 
urn implies! All you can say, and be 
sure it is true of every person who has 
the aspect, is the formula previously 
stated. There is no satisfaction possible 
for this native, unless what is gained at 
the same time adds to the person’s tan- 
gible security. His intimate values are 
therefore inextricably tied up with world- 
ly values, whether he’s successful or not. 
If he happens to be born into an environ- 
ment where social security (family, class, 
breeding) is important, then that social 
distinction will be the object of his striv- 
ing. If he’s in a society where money val- 
ues Or business success are the criterion 
of public respect, that is what he will 
work for. His Lusiness or political sense 
(Saturn) will be an asset of personality 
(Venus), enhancing his value to himself 
and to others of his world. He will be 
able to manage money, disburse or ad- 
minister it circumspectly. His gifts will 


be made where calculated generosity will ” 


do him the most personal good. He will 
want most of all to be safe, respectable, 
suitably mated, suitably housed and 
clothed, ec., living by the code of his 
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class, the mores of his social group. He 
could be cold, calculating, selfish, holding 
on defensively and harshly to whateve! 
he can put a fence around and call his 
own and be ever greedy for more (be- 
cause he’s not secure enough with what 
he already has); he could also be of a 
crystal-clear probity, practical, yet re- 
sponsible and scrupulously fair. He 
would be either, because he had decided 
for himself which course was ultimately 
the safest, which led to the surest secur- 
ity, without which he could enjoy no hap- 
piness at all, What is important to see 
here is that in the conjunction, both the 
Venus principle and the Saturn principle 
work hand in hand: the Venus making 
the native enjoy what the Saturn drive 
demands —in its tangible reiurns, the 
Saturn narrowing, blighting sometimes, 
or depending, regulating, conditioning 
the Venus drive towards personal satis- 
faction. Such a person is not easy to 
please, is too critical or demanding, or 
too perfectionist. Because it is a con- 
juntion, and lacks perspective, the best 
choices (in the long-range view) might 
not always be made; he knows too defi- 
nitely what he wants or does not want- 
and why. With more space between the 
two planets, he might take in a little 
more ground, aim higher, sacrifice a les- 
ser good for a greater, etc. But there is 
correspondingly more emphasis, power or 
certainty in the effort he makes towards 
what he feels he most deeply needs. In 
roush-ond-ready capsule form, Venus 
conjunct Saturn loves or wants terribly 
what he feels he most deeply needs, what 
will make him most safe and surefooted 
in the society he must stand up against, 
and he most deeply needs what will give 
him the greatest personal satisfaction. 
Hence he can’t stand a hurt to his vanity 
or self esteem, a humiliation or rebuft 
that makes him lose face, a social slight 
—-hurts not necessarily vital, but ego-de- 
flating, hence vital to him. With Venus- 
Saturn, it is hard to figure where vanity 
ends and deeper layers of sensitiveness 
begin, for they are so closely engaged, 
one with the other. 

Now this self consciousness and touch, 
sensitiveness characterize all Venus-Sat- 
urn contacts. Yet the square is sharply 
different from the conjunction, and the 
opposition, different from both. In the 


following article; we shall try to make 
these differences clear. 
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B ETWEEN the Full Moon of July 
20th and the New Moon of Sept. 3rd 
there will be only 3 adverse aspects to 
14 harmonious ones, plus 7 conjunc- 
tions. Jupiter turns direct on August 
15th, thus all planets are direct from 
Aug. 15th to Sept. 3. This means that 
things should flow rather smoothly, even 
swiftly, during late July and all of Au- 
gust. The snarls and tensions of the 
first half of 1948 should untangle and 
projects fall into line for progressive 
motion. 

At the July 20th Full Moon, Jupiter 
is right on the MC at Washington, D.C. 
which should be an excellent indication 
of the increasing prestige of our gov- 
ernment, especially as Jupiter is in its 
own sign and co-rules the rising Pisces. 
Sudden and surprising peace develop- 
ments still remain a possibility since at 
the Full Moon Venus is conjunct Uranus 
as it is again at the New Moon of Au- 
gust 4th. This may be particularly ap- 
plicable to the Soviet Union since the 
conjunction occurs at the end of Gemini 
on July 3lst when it opposes Stalin’s 
Sun. This could be a further develop- 
ment of “peace” moves made earlier and 
which we referred to in June and July. 
It is notable that at the Full Moon of 
August 19th Venus is conjunct the U.S. 
Independence Sun, which should mean 
that the U.S. will be involved in a 
“peace”’ negotiation. However, as Venus’ 
final one of three squares to Neptune 
will be completed only a day prior to 
this Full Moon, any such endeavor is 
to be regarded with considerable skep- 
ticism. 

The position of Jupiter in Sagittarius 
places it on a key British zodiacal sec- 
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tor and promises further improvement 
in the British position. This is further 
strengthened in that Saturn (and Pluto) 
in Leo is trining the same sector. Brit- 
ain should commence to come out of 
the woods this month. 

The August 4th New Moon chart at 
Washington is marked by several con- 
junctions, i.e., Venus and Uranus, Mars 
and Neptune, and the lunation and Pluto. 
This alignment of the three universal 
planets with the Sun-Moon-Venus-Mars 
indicates that events in the following 
month will involve matters of world 
significance. The Venus-Uranus conjunc- 
tion falls in the 2nd at Washington and 
thus promises unusual diplomatic moves 
involving broad financial considerations. 
Actually there is good reason to believe 
that the Stock Market will be surging 
upward through August. With Mercury, 
Saturn and the conjunction of the luna- 
tion and Pluto in the 4th—well-aspected 
by Jupiter from the 8th-—-the U.S. should 
be able to put its basic foundation in 
better order and improve its economic 
position. However, Labor—as indicated 
by the Mars-Neptune conjunction in the 
6th—may strongly object to the adop- 
tion of any new financial policies (square 
Venus-Uranus' in 2nd). All in all this 
is an unusually harmonious chart and 
it should make for a let-down from 
past strains, This does not mean that 
a policy of drift should be followed but 
rather that favoring conditions should 
be taken advantage of in order to put 
our affairs in good order. 

Actually from the time of the August 
New Moon to that of September, a great 
deal of progress can be made in terms 
of smoothly flowing action, i.e., Mars 
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conjunct Neptune August 4th, Mars sex- 
tile Pluto August 10th, Mars sextile Jup- 
iter August 17th, Mars sextile Saturn 
August 30th and Mars trine Uranus on 
September 3rd at the next New Moon. 
This is a most remarkable series of fa- 
vorable aspects of Mars to all of the 
major planets! All types of endeavors 
can be brought forward to some sought- 
for goal under such a train of aspects 
to Mars, the energizer. In addition, we 
find that Saturn, after being trined by 
Jupiter on July 9th, is moving to the 
sextile of Uranus on September 23rd 
which is a strong index of favorable 
overall economic developments and ris- 
ing Security and Commodity markets. 
The world should feel more cheerful, 
temporarily, about the international sit- 
uation too. 

While much that takes place in the 
two weeks following August 4th may 
not be obvious—only Jupiter is above 
the horizon—this should not be true in 
the half of the month after the August 
19th Full Moon, since only the Moon 
and Jupiter will be below the horizon. 
With Mercury at the MC our govern- 
ment is likely to be vocal, i.e., trying 
to get some of its ideas across. A seri- 
ous and conservative note is liable to 
be struck in foreign affairs—close con- 
junction of Saturn and Sun in the 9th. 
Indeed, there may be some pessimism 
of outlook and certainly a hardboiled 
attitude. However, where financial aid 
to others is concerned, the U.S. may 
not be tough enough—Venus on U‘S. 
Sun being squared in the 8th by Neptune 
from the 11th. But with Jupiter close 
to the cusp of the 2nd our economic 
position should be essentially a pros- 
perous one, i.€.,.we may acquire valu- 
able property. 

Western Europe 

At the New Moon for London all 
of the Leo bodies are rising, which may 
mean that the peoples of Western Eu- 
rope are filled with a sense of serious 
responsibility. There can be unusual par- 
liamentary developments—Venus-Uranus 
in 11th. The press may be in an emo- 
tional tizzy and disapprove of said devel- 
opments—Mars-Neptune in 3rd square 
the Venus-Uranus, Speculative ventures 
should prove successful—Jupiter in Sth 
trine rising Leo bodies. With Mercury 
very close to the Ascendant the people 


may speak out or discuss matters in a 
lively fashion. 

The heavy burdens that often result 
from partnerships and alliances may be 
stressed in the latter part of August 
since the Leo planets are in the 7th, 
but they are well-aspected by Jupiter. 
Strikes can mark the Labor situation— 
Uranus at the 6th cusp, but peaceful 
settlements of disputes are a feal pos- 
sibility—Venus at the end of the 6th. 
However, any such attempts to settle 
various types of disputes peacefully will 
have to run the gamut of emotional 
fireworks since’ Venus is squared by 
Mars-Neptune in the 8th. 

Eastern Europe and the Negr East 

No doubt Greece and her neighbors 
will continue to be an important area 
for the cross-tensions of Eastern Eu- 
rope. At the New Moon Saturn is just 
below the Ascendant at Athens which 
should mean that the people of this 
destitute area will bear heavy responsi- 
bilities and restrictions. The other Leo 
bodies are in the 12th house and mark 
the presence of: much activity behind 
the scenes-which may lead to good re- 
sults since they are trined by Jupiter 
at the 5th cusp. There could be sudden 
peace talks—Venus-Uranus in the 11th— 
and conferences, but these are liable 
to be accompanied by explosive expres- 
sions of opinion—square Mars-Neptune 
at 3rd cusp. In general, this whole area 
of Eastern Europe can not expect too 
much from the rising Saturn. 

The latter half of the month should 
be much better since Jupiter will be at 
the MC which promises well for the 
Greek government. However, disputes 
with enemies can be violent and emo- 
tional in character—Mars-Neptune in 
7th. The conditions of the working class 
and public health may be rather poor— 
Sun-Saturn and Pluto in 6th. Attempts 
will probably be made to talk out dif- 
ferences with others—Mercury just be- 
low the 7th cusp. 

The new state of Israel will have the 
Venus-Uranus in the 10th which may 
bring new and surprising attempts to 
bring peace, but with Saturn just above 
the Ascendant conditions will be trying 
and too much immediate improvement 
cannot be expected. In late July and 
early August Saturn squares the Taurus 
Sun of Israel which could mark a dif- 
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ficult period for the new state, but after 
this the situation should improve. 


Russia and the Middle East 


The New Moon chart at Moscow is 
similar to that of the Near East but 
Saturn is well in the 12th. Indeed, the 
lunation and Pluto, also in the 12th 
trined to the 4th house Jupiter, indicate 
an undercover gain in the basic Soviet 
situation. Finances, however, may be 
the subject of some emotionalized con- 
troversy—Mars-Neptune in the 2nd. The 
element of surprise peacgy moves, re- 
ferred to already, may have its origin 
in Russsia since the Venus-Uranus con- 
junction opposite Stalin’s Sun is in the 
10th house of the lunation. In addition, 
Jupiter is approaching once more the 
conjunction of his Sun, which is in the 
last degree of Sagittarius. All through 
the Spring Jupiter was very close to 
his Sun, and this appears to have marked 
a favorable period for Stalin and a fur- 
ther one in the Autumn—next passage 
over his Sun will be in November. How- 
ever, with Uranus opposing his natal Sun, 
upsets and surprises, and a condition of 
instability and uncertainty will come his 
way. j 

India and Central Asia 


The Venus-Uranus conjunction may 
make its influence most potently felt in 


India for it is at the very end of the: 


9th and close to the MC at New Delhi, 
capital of Hindustan, and even closer 
to the MC at the capital of Pakistan. 
Therefore unusual attempts by these 
Governments to make peaceful and dip- 
lomatic arrangements may be expected. 
The people will probably be stirred up 
and inclined to let feelings run high even 
though the reasons may be anything but 
clear—Mars-Neptune in the Ist. Indeed, 
the culmination of the Venus-Uranus 
conjunction and the rising of Mars- 
Neptune in this area indicates that they 
should be watched carefully in August. 
All the Leo bodies are in the 11th at 
New Delhi so that conferences and seri- 
ous educational matters will be stressed 
strongly. All such activities, and the 
growth of communications and improve- 
ment in community affairs—Jupiter in 
3rd trine the Leo bodies—should move 
forward constructively. r 

In the latter half of August—Full 


Moon in the 10th in Aquarius—publish- 
ing and communications continue to be 
under helpful indications—Venus at 3rd 
cusp. Considerable emphasis may be put 
on mining-—Saturn conjunction the Sun 
in the 4th and Pluto in the 4th, and in 
rooting the new India on a firm foun- 
dation, Labor may prove peeved and 
turbulent—Mars-Neptune in the 6th; 
this also suggests the dire possibilities 
of flood and epidemic disease. While 
economic gains through aid from others 


‘* will help—Jupiter in the 8th—uncertain- 


ties over land and India’s monetary 
structure may continue—Uranus in the 
2nd. 

Far East and Malaysia 


A very powerful stress will fall this 
month on the Nanking government of 
Chiang—lunation conjunction Pluto in 
10th near MC and Saturn in 10th. The 
Government will probably follow a con- 
servative and rather heavy-handed pol- 
icy. In addition, it may have something 
important to say in the way of a public 
Statement or publication of an official 
document—Mercury at the end of the 
9th. The emotional ferment of the Mars- 
Neptune conjunction will probably not 
be observable at the surface since it 1s 
in the 12th house. An improvement can 
be brought about in the dangerous eco- 
nomic situation by the Government- 
Jupiter in the 2nd trine Leo bodies in 
the 10th. Nonetheless the role of vital 
foreign aid may prove once more an un- 
certain quantity—Venus-Uranus in the 
8th—although it is to be hoped that any 
surprises will be pleasant ones. 

In the latter part of the month the 
people of China may upset the apple- 
cart in some manner—Uranus exactly 
on the Ascendant—and this should bring 
some important changes, Such develop 
ments need not be violent in character 
since Venus is*in the Ist house. Further 
restrictions may be placed on the press 
—already heavily censored in China— 
Leo bodies and Mercury in Virgo all 
in the third. Some gains could be re- 
corded by the labor class and in sami- 
tation since Jupiter will be in the 6th 
at the time of the Full Moon. There 
may be unusual emphasis on the people 
of China in late August, i.e., not only 
due to Uranus astride the Ascendant 
but also because the Moon is a singleton 
above the horizon in the 9th house. 
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Central and South America 


‘In the welter of news from the world, 
Argentina has escaped the attention of 
many, their attention being fixed on Eu- 
rope and Asia. Peron and his regime 
are important to the U.S; in that they 
are the focus of forces in South America 
which are opposed to and in competition 
with our position in the Western Hemis- 
phere. Argentina and. Spain are the re- 
maining citadels of Fascism and as such, 
and because of cultural ties, they are 
strongly linked as allies. In spite of the 
heavy profits derived by the Peronista 
government of Argentina through the 
sale of its badly needed foodstuffs at 
holdup prices to a starving Europe, the 
country is faced with an increasingly 
serious economic crisis and a runaway 
inflation. 


There are potentially powerful, but 
currently ineffective, democratic forces 
in Argentina who look to the U.S. for 
a policy of firm non-appeasement of 
Peron. All comments on current month 
to month conditions in Argentina should 
be read with this broad background in 
mind. In Brazil the situation is different. 
For one thing Brazil has a long tradi- 
tion of the friendliest sort of relations 
with the U.S., and while its Government 
under Taurean Dutra cannot be con- 
sidered a “liberal” one it is certainly not 
to he placed in the same category with 
Peron’s regime. These two nations, and 
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Mexico, by reason of their size, wealth 
and population are the chief factors .in 
the -basic international political align- 
ments of this Hemisphere, though some 
of. the smaller states are markedly more 
progressive, 

In her economic dealings with others , 
Argentina stands to gain in August— 
Jupiter in the 8th at the New Moon of 
August 4th at Buenes Aires, but sudden 
changes in the domestic financial .situa- 
tion—Venus-Uranus—may bring sur- 
prises at home. The shackled press may 
be underscored by developments _ this 
month—Mercfiry, and Pluto conjunction 
the lunation, in the 3rd. The presence of 
Pluto could give these matters wide sig- 
nificance. The greatest progress could be 
made in stabilizing the ecenomic founda- 
tion—Saturn in the 4th in trine to Jupiter 
in the 8th. Argentine diplomacy will bear 
watching this month—they may not 
mean what they say, and vice versa— 
Mars-Neptune in the 5th. 

Later in the month after the Full 
Moon important developments may come 
more to the surface—at the ITunation 
only Jupiter was visible above the hori- 
zon while at the Full Moon only the 
Moon and Uranus are below it, The 
Government may make sweeping but 
empty promises, as it has hefore—Nep- 
tune in 10th—and be inclined to be ag- 
gressive—Mars also in the 10th. Foreign 
affairs—Sun-Saturn conjunction in 9th 
—and their relationship to what the peo- 
ple want at home may present serious 
challenges in which conservative and re- 
alistic considerations will prevail. Peace 
will be sought through diplomatic chan- 
nels with another or other states—Venus 
near the national Sun at the 7th cusp 
—but its attainment’ can be rendered 
quixotic by the government’s vagueness. 
With Uranus in the 6th Labor is liable 
to be restive and anxious for those reyo- 
lutionary changes which Peron promised 
in his elegtion platform, but which were 
for the most part never fulfilled. Any 
“peace” deals are not only suspect be- 
cause of the Neptune square to Venus 
but also since Mars in the 10th—Gov- 
ernment militarism—is* square the na- 
tional Cancer Sun (Argentina born July 
9, 1816). This in itself is more liable to 
lead to an “incident” and governmental 
stronghandedness than to any diplomatic 

arrangements,

corner and wait those few minutes or 
half hour that it would take for the af- 
flicted planets and Ascendant to pass

Tue planetary pattern in August in- 
dicates extraordinary developments in 


various fields of industry, wider oppor-. 


tunities for exercising skills, new meth- 
ods of combining materials, resources, 
art and scientific knowledge, together 
with highly unusual changes in world or 
personal relations. All of which is fore- 
shadowed by ten sextiles, six conjunc- 
tions and two trines, with only two 
squares and no oppositions this month. 

These aspects begin on the Ist when 
the Sun in Leo sextiles Mars in Libra; 
thereafter Mars is involved by sextile 
with every planet except Neptune (to 
which it forms a conjunction) and 
Uranus (which it trines on Sept. 3rd). 
Oi the sextiles the Mars to Pluto on the 
10th, Mars to Jupiter on the 17th and 
Mars to Saturn on the 30th may be of 
tremendous significance with the first a 
phase of powerful world coordination 
(Pluto), the second phase centering on 
labor, industry, finance, business (Ju- 
piter), and finally the governmental, po- 
litical, corporation, organization phase of 
Saturn, In the meantime the Sun and 
Mercury not only sextile Neptune and 
Uranus but trine Jupiter. 

The conjunctions are important in 
showing the beginnings of evolving cur- 
rents, especially pointing to new and 
wider affiliations with great stress on 
democratic principles, but which may 
range from intensely idealistic concepts 
to pure delusion. The first conjunct is 
that of Mars to Neptune; the second and 
third are Sun and Mercury to Pluto. 
The fourth is Sun to Mercury that could 
be:a key opening to enormous exploita- 
tions.

adjustments, opportunities, new arrange- 
ments, pacts, may be made and very large 
affairs put on an organized basis. 

This Mars influence, with its vitality, 
initiative, aggression, expressing through 
sextiles shows that such tactics operating 
on and assimilated with other planetary 
influences offer broader scope in labor, 
business, finance, government, associa- 
tions ; bringing out the knowledge, train- 
ing, experience, leadership with which 
to overcome surface difficulties and get 
set on fundamental goals.

Young people may be 
fired with exceptional urges in following 
new leadership. The Venus-Neptune 
square may see the end of long suffering 
endeavors, difficulties, disappointments— 
or it may be that confusions, deception, 
non-understanding, treacheries, are final- 
ly exposed and defeated as the forceful 
outspoken Mars-Jupiter sextile tears 
away a slithering veil, thus cementing 
basic principles and laws. 

The movement of the planets in Au- 
gust should start a new cycle that will 
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be stepped up in September. For when 
Jupiter turns direct on the 15th all plan- 
ets will be in forward, positive motion, 
adding constructive power to the current 
transits, On August 2nd Mercury and 
Venus change signs, the first entering 
Leo and the latter Cancer. On the 17th 
Mercury moves into Virgo, emphasizing 
all 6th house matters—food, employment, 
business; army and navy. On the 23rd 
the Sun enters Virgo and on the 30th 
the great movement of Uranus into Can- 
cer becomes effective. Uranus will turn 
retrograde on 0 degrees of Cancer on® 
October 6th and re-enter Gemini Novem- 
ber 12th. Uranus will again enter Cancer 
for a seven year transit on June 10th, 
1949; that should be a very important 
period for the U. S. as Uranus conjuncts 
Venus, Jupiter, the Sun and Mercury in 
the radix chart of this nation during that 
time and therefore exceptional changes 
may lie ahead. 

At the New Moon of August 4th all 
the planets, including Sun and Moon are 
within the frame bounded by Uranus in 
Gemini and Jupiter in Sagittarius. 
Taurus rises with the ruler, Venus, in 
the 2nd house with Uranus while Jupiter 
is in the 8th. The potencies in this map 
afe unusual in that the lunation, Mer- 
cury, Pluto and Saturn are in Leo in the 
4th house angle, with Mars and Neptune 
making their great conjunctionson the 
same day in the 6th house, sextile the 
New Moon. However, the prodigious 
expanse of outlook, inflation, rising pow- 
er, may be toned down considerably by 
the strong Saturn.

Venus and 
Uranus are in the 8th house, Venus 
square Neptune, but Uranus sextile Sun 
and Saturn.

These positions fore- 
cast new laws, rulings, regulations con- 
cerning wages, income, prices; surprise 
moves regarding foreign loans, financial 
or economic arrangements, with a good 
deal of speculation.

Some phase 
touching basic security or resources be- 
gins to clear.

The month gets off to great oppor- 
tunities at home and abroad, but this is 
actually in the last quarter as the New 
Moon does not occur until the 4th. How- 
ever two major aspects culminate with 
the Sun sextile Mars on the Ist and sex- 
tile Neptune on the 2nd, with Mercury 
semi-sextile Uranus and Venus (these 
latter two planets having been conjunct 
on July 3lst). Also Mercury and Venus 
‘change signs on the 2nd, moving respec- 
tively into Leo and Cancer. So these 
days could develop sensational openings 
in personal relationships, creative pow- 
ers, skilled labors, public prestige and 
dramatic publicity, with plenty of con- 
centrated, persistent work attached. The 
3rd seems especially beneficial for organ- 
izing details. With the New Moon of 
the 4th features the important conjunc-

Aug. 11 to 19 

The extent and power of ideas, plans, 
projects, may reach a peak on the 11th 
as the Sun conjuncts Mercury and they 
in turn trine Jupiter. A great many 
problems could be resolved by agreement, 
harmony, a tremendous wave of opti- 
mism, although there will be plenty of 
temporary resistance. Racial, religious, le- 
gal, financial or personal problems, fights, 
hitter conflicts, may be arranged and 
settled. Wide grievances may be ad- 
justed that day and on the 12th and 
13th. By the 14th Saturn dominates with 
the Sun in parallel and Mercury con- 
junct; whatever is signed, sealed and 
delivered is apt to stick. The [5th ap- 
pears pessimistic as Mercury parallels 
Saturn; hard lines or harsh terms may 
fall or the working, responsible angle 
be too obvious, but as Jupiter turns di- 
rect there should be cause for jubila- 
tion.

It 
is also a new start, but while positive 
and alive, may be put on ice for a period. 
A change of status or outlogk may take 
place on the 20th-21st. Mercury paral- 
lel Mars and Sun sextile Uranus on 
the 22nd may be exciting for new jobs, 
prospects, fine assistance and build up 
of reserves or resources. The Sun en- 
ters Virgo on the 23rd as Mercury and 
Venus semi-sextile Neptune and Pluto. 
Work, employment, routine, fall plans 
become important -while old defeats, sor- 
rows, idle hopes, become subordinated 
to diverse interests, The 24th-25th should 
be excellent for wide developments as 
Mercury semi-sextiles Pluto. Financial 
squalls may mark the 26th, for while 
Mercury sextiles Venus (benefits in busi- 
ness, home, happiness) on the 27th, it 
squares Jupiter and the Sun parallels 
Mars; agents, subordinates, too much 
pressure or very poor judgment could 
cause loss.

The Moon 


Tue periodical ebb and flow in and 
on the earth is produced by the com- 
hined electric and magnetic forces of the 
Sun and Moon. The tides of the sea are 
caused by the attraction or gravitational 
pull of these two celestial bodies. Sci- 
ence tells us that the Moon acts as a 
friction-brake upon the earth by pro- 
ducing the tides. These we know as the 
phenomena of the rise and fall of the 
waters of the oceans. While the earth 
rotates ‘towards the east, the tides move 
west with a restraining force said to be 
about twenty billion horsepower, and 
this tremendous back-pull slows down 
the rate of the earth’s rotation about one 
second every «hundred thousand years. 

The tides are undulations of the 
waters of the ocean, a slow oscillating 
or rhythmic motion, principally caused 
by the attraction of the Moon as it 
moves around the earth in- its. four 
phases of seven days each, constituting 
the lunar month of 28 days. 

At the New and Full Moons the com- 
bined solar and lunar forces produce the 
highest tides. The student knows of 
course, that the New Moon is its con- 
junction with the Sun, and that the Full 
Moon is the opposition. The first and 
third phases, or quarters, occur when 
the Moon is square to the Sun. This is 
easily observed by referring to an 
ephemeris. 

The tides are beneficial and purifying 
in their action, for without these daily 
movements the waters of the sea would 
become stagnant and poisonous. By anal- 
ogy, or the law of correspondences, the 
Moon has a similar salubrious influence 
upon the human organism. In the sci- 
ence of Astrology the Moon is of ut- 
most importance, one of the most pow- 
erful and prominent significators of the 
“progress of the Spirit in Time.” 
Allegorically the Moon is the shuttle 
carrying the “thread of destiny,” weav- 
ing the pattern of life according to the 
individual character. It is the time- 
marker measuring “the soul’s passage 
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from the shores of eternity to the world 
of Time.”’ as Max Heindel so poetically 
expresses it. 

The four phases of the Moon effect 
changes in growth and assimilation every 
seven days, since the Moon governs 
propagation and fecundity in the plant 
and animal kingdoms. It regulates the 
period of gestation as well as other 
processes and functions of the human 
organism, accurately timing definite 
changes in body, mind and material af- 
fairs, as it progresses through life in 
“phases,” or cycles of seven years. 

The Moon’s travel in twenty-four 
hours is on an average about thirteen 
degrees, and as one day by the rule of 
progression is equivalent to a year, it 
thus travels by. progression a little more 
than one degree a month. In the course 
of twenty-eight years it circles the whole 
horoscope and forms all the aspects pos- 
sible to all the planets in the chart. Thus 
in its passage around the horoscopic 
wheel it sets in motion whatever ripe 
destiny is due to be worked: out by the 
individual. 

When the Moon has progressed to the 
first square of its natal place, at the 
seventh year, its “first phase” is ended, 
and a definite biological change in the 
organism is taking place; school age has 
arrived, the child looses its “milk-teeth” 
and the permanent ones are coming in; 
bodily growth and vitality are increasing, 
the child is storing up strength and 
force for the period of puberty, the 
time of adolescence, at the fourteenth 
year when the progressed Moon is op- 
posite its own place in the natal chart. 

The Moon’s next square to itself is 
the third phase at twenty-one years, 
which marks the time of majority, the 
“coming of age,” when the individual is 
full-grown and capable of exercising the 
franchise and looking after his civic 
rights. 

The progressed conjunction occurs 
when the Moon completes its first round 
in the wheel at the twenty-eight year, 
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when maturity and serious life begin in 
earnest. 

The Moon is a satellite of the earth 
and is the most migratory of the heaven- 
ly bodies; it zigzags over the sky in two 
directions, from north and south and 
from west and east. Its west to east mo- 
tion is on the ecliptic with reference to 
the Sun, from new moon to new moon, 
which takes 29% days. This is called its 
synodical period. The other motion, 
north and south, using a fixed star as 
the starting point, takes 2734 days (or 
28); this is called the Moon’s sidereal 
period. In other words, the lunar month, 
through the zodiac, is shorter than the 
solar or calendar month, making 13 
lunar months in a year. 

The sidereal period of the Moon was 
by the ancient astrologers designated as 
the 28 Lunar Mansions. Dividing the 
zodiac of 360 degrees into 28 parts we 
get 12° 51’, which is the average travel 
of the Moon in 24 hours. In astrology 
we call every 13th degree from O Artes 
CRITICAL, or sensitive degrees. 

There are 3 lunar mansions in car- 
dinal signs; the. Ist, 13th, 26th; 

There are 2 lunar mansions in fixed 
signs: the 9th and 22nd; 

There are 2 lunar mansions in com- 
mon signs: the 4th and 17th. 

These Critical Degrees are important 
in the pre-natal epoch; there they are 
‘termed gender or sex-points, 14 mascu- 
line and 14 feminine. For study of this 
subject we refer the reader to “The Pre- 
natal Epoch” by E. H. Bailey. 

The influence of these degrees is im- 
portant in the horoscope, for when a 
planet is within 3 degrees orb of any of 
them, it augments and emphasizes the 
strength or weakness of the planet, the 
sign and the aspect. It is known and ob- 
served that many planets in these de- 
grees bring fame or notoriety to the na- 
tiye, the nature of which depends upon 
their position _in the chart. 

In Madame Curie’s map, fig. 3, the 
ascendant, Uranus, Mercury, Neptune 
and mid-heaven are within orb of critical 
degrees. In Quisling’s, fig. 11, there are 
Moon, Pluto, Sun, Saturn, Jupiter, as- 
cendant and Part of Fortune within orb. 
In T. Roosevelt’s figure 5, we find 
Venus, Moon and the Nodes close to the 
orb. In F. D. Roosevelt’s chart, fig. 15, 
are Mars, Uranus, Venus, Saturn, Part 





of Fate and the Nodes. Fig. 7, Susanne 
Foster, has Saturn, Jupiter, Part of For- 
tune, Uranus, Pluto and Neptune. 

From this we may deduct that the 
critical degrees are originative, produc- 
tive and stimulating in their nature, one 
way or another. 

Notes on the Moon 

The Moon is the luminous orb of 
night, carrying the life forces from the 
Sun and reflecting its light to the earth 
and all forms in manifestation. It has 
no basic nature of its own, but serves to 
focus the quality of the signs of the 
zodiac and the planets upon the mind and 
body of man. 

The key-words of the Moon are: 
Fecundity, Instinct, Change, Imagina- 
tion, signifying things of a constantly 
variable or fluctuating propensity. 

The Moon, being intrinsically nega- 
tive, rules the feminine sign of Cancer, 
where it therefore is in essential dignity. 
It is exalted in Taurus, ruled by Venus; 
together they give the impetus to the 
growth and: beauty of earth’s flora and 
fauna. But the Moon’s detriment is in 
Capricorn, ruled by Saturn, slowing up 
the life-forces. Its “fall” is in Scorpio, 
where Mars the Lucifer spirit tempted 
man to “fall into generation.” 

The effect of the feminine Moon on 
the earth’s tides shows its inherent af- 
finity for water. Hence the watery 
triplicity, Cancer, Scorpio and_ Pisces, 
are the particular signs for the fertiliz- 
ing principle in nature, and this is the 
reason why seeds planted while the 
Moon is in any one of these will grow 
better and more luxuriantly than when 
planted at other times. 

The wise agriculturist or gardener, to 
secure a good and plentiful harvest, 
should look to the Moon’s phases before 
planting. When increasing in light, i.e., 
from the first quarter to the full, and in 
either Cancer or Scorpio, all edibles that 
grow above ground should be planted; 
while everything under ground, like po- 
tatoes, beets, radishes, turnips, Onions, 
etc., should be sown when its light is de- 
creasing, that is, in the “dark of the 
Moon,” and preferably in the sign 
Pisces. 

When the farmer wishes to destroy 
weeds or turn the sod, he should do so 
when the Moon is in the barren signs, 
Leo and Virgo. 
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The Moon denotes the past, what 
man has stored up, as heredity, habits, 
prejudices, family and racial limitations. 

As the Sun represents the posittve in- 
ner self—the Individuality—so the Moon 
represents the negative, changeable outer 
seli—the Personality. The Moon is a 
strong factor in the matter of tempefa- 
ment, according to the zodiacal sign in 
which it is placed. 

Brief terms of the Moon in: 
Aries—Pioneer in thought and action; 

champion of an idea; enterprise; 
enthusiasm, impulsiveness; lack of 
forethought; contentious; impa- 
tient; self-sufficient; Mars tenden- 
cies. 

Taurus—Tenacity of purpose; love of 
ease and luxury; obstinacy; apt to 
hold grudges; exacting in money- 
matters; self-indulgent; convention-

To be born at a time when the Moon 
is decreasing (going from the Full to 
the New) presages a particularly heavy 
Karma; a person with an especially bur- 
densome debt to discharge. With an in- 
creasing Moon at birth (from the New 
to the Full) the native will generally ac- 
complish more in less time. In other 
words, life will seemingly be easier for 
him in, many ways, even if his horo- 
scope is much afflicted. 

In a general way we may express 1t 
thus: when the Moon is decreasing in 
light is the time to plan, to prepare, to 
get ready for action. When the Moon 
is increasing is the time to dare, to do— 
and to go ahead “according to plan.” 

The Moon is the receiver and trans- 
mitter of all planetary vibrations. When 
Saturn afflicts the Moon, metabeljsm 
may become obstructed, lymph and chyle 
are not produced in sufficient quantity 
to keep the body plump. Mars afflicting 
the Moon, the food may burn up too 
fast for the body to benefit. The Moon 
is important in mental changes, govern- 
ing instincts and feelings; adversely as- 
pected by Neptune or Uranus may indi- 
cate a chaotic or unsound mind. When 
the Moon is close, conjunct or parallel 
to its own nodes (Dragon’s head and 
Dragon’s tail) it stimulates memory, 
and native is practical, active and acute- 
ly aware. When square to its nodes, it 
may denote karmic disabilities. 

The varying daily motion of the 
Moon in progressidn becomes the yearly 
motion, which is divided by 12 to get 
the monthly motion. Supposing that the 
Moon on a progressed -birthday was 8° 
40’ in Aries, and the motion was 13° 
05’, then the monthly advance would be 
1° 05’. In 5 months this will be 5:25;

Crops that produce their yield in the 
soil, which are similar to and grow from 
a bulb formation, such as beet, potato, 
carrot, turnip, gladiolus ,and _ tulip, 
should be planted when the moon is full 
or in last quarter. 

Plant in the last quarter only if neces- 
sary as it is not considered the best time 
for planting. Time given is Eastern 
Standard Time.

Saturn in Virgo 


Finances, property, investments, pos- 
sessions, become of paramount impor- 
tance from Sept. 18, 1948 to Nov. 20, 
1950, as Saturn moves thru your 2nd 
house of resources.

The person who thinks that money 
can buy success, love, happiness, has a 
rough session when Saturn transits his 
2nd house, With him in bitter material 
experiences are those who hoard thru 
fear, and those who depreciate the prop- 
er value of money or other resources. 
Your attitude toward the resources at 
your disposal will determine to a great 
extent the material difficulties you will 
encounter during the next two years— 
Saturn requires only that you see money 
and what it can buy in its proper relation 
to yourself and what you want out of 
life. 

You're more likely to have less money 
available for everyday spending than to 
earn less. This may be due to a number 
of astrologically constructive reasons. If 
you started a business venture since 1946, 
much of the profit may have to be turned 
back into the business for the next two 
years. If you married (a development 


often occurring with Saturn on the Sun), 
the added expenses curtail extra spend- 
ing or the investment in furniture or a 
home will likely tie you down to a tight 
budget. Leo women who married within 
the past two years will probably become 
sensitive to the loss of their own in- 
comes. The ‘birth of children (another 
frequent development with Saturn on the 
Sun) may take up the slack that former- 
ly went for pleasure or luxuries. You 
may take a job with large future possi- 
bilities but lower present wages, or use 
money to develop a talent or creative 
hobby that will pay off later. Any sort of 
investment in property, business, devel- 
opment of a personal resource, that will 
eventually, make for long-term security, 
even tho it pinches the budget from now 
until late 1950, is constructive and thus 
not likely to suffer losses that might en- 
danger its success. On the other hand, 
spending of any kind or pouring money 
that represents security into a losing ven- 
ture, is-doomed to loss, as also is gam- 
bling or speculation. 

It is possible that extra obligations or 
expenses not of your own choosing may 
crop up here and there to cause special 
problems. It’s also. probable that even in 
cases where more money will be made, 
you'll work extremely hard to earn the 
extra. Often during this period it be- 
comes necessary to work overtime or 
take on extra outside work to meet ex- 
penses, but later such efforts pay off in 
ways you could not at the time foresee. 

You should be more than usually 
watchful of purchases of all kinds to be 
sure that merchandise is not damaged, is 
all that it’s represented to be, and not 
overpriced. You should also take special 
care of personal possessions—insure val- 
uables, guard against damage by moths, 
fire, etc, hang on to your wallet or 
pocketbook, gloves, umbrella, packages.

Another major planetary change is 
heralded by Uranus’ movement into Can- 
cer on Aug. 30th. This is but a brief 
forerunner of changes to come, because 
Uranus stays in Cancer only until Nov. 
12th when it re-enters Gemini, and re- 
mains there until June 10, 1949 when the 
real transit of Cancer begins. Only Leo 
natives born between July 23rd and 28th 
of any year are likely to have strong re- 
actions to Uranus in Cancer within the 
next 12 months, altho planetary indica- 
tions of this weight cannot be tied down 
to conventional limits.

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Market Perspective

I; IS axiomatic that most securities 
are purchased near highs. There were 
far more bidders for U. S. Steel com- 
mon at 110 in 1937 than at 45 in 1942. 
The reasons are technical and psycho- 
logical. Technically the long rise from 
1932 to 1936 established investment con- 
fidence to a degree that majority opinion 
believed the rise would continue for a 
further long period as earnings were 
improving rapidly. Psychologically, the 
recurring doubts of 1933, 1934 and 1935 
had been disproven so sharply that 
unanimous confidence finally became su- 
preme. In seven months to follow U. S. 
Steel declined from 120 to 38. Confi- 
dence was shattered and avid bidders at 
120 did not want to buy at 38. 

Sound market appraisals attempt an 
impersonal perspective of a wide num- 
ber of factors ranging from business ac- 
tivity and earnings to the technical and 
psychological status of the price trends. 
Prices are charted that reflect hills and 
valleys on graphs. When successive 
minor lows and highs are consistently 
higher the intermediate trend is termed 
upward; when an intermediate trend 
low is higher than the préceding low 
point, and each successive intermediate 
trend high is higher than the preceding 
peak, it is termed a primary upward 
trend or bull market. Out of these in- 
terwoven minor, intermediate and_pri- 
mary trends is a perspective of what 
the market has done in the past and its 
position in the present. This is the tech- 
nical position; but it is strictly history 
and forecasts based on it are pure as- 
sumptions. 

From the experience of history many 
sound assumptions can be concluded. 
Usually the basis for such opinions are 
a groping perceptive attempt to sense an 
imminent saturation of mass _ buying 
confidence at a probable peak, or an ex- 
haustion of liquidation pessimism at a 
potential low. This apparent technical 
procedure becomes a mixture of tech- 
nical and mass psychology probabilities.

As the historical record of price 
changes has expanded, numerous ca- 
dences and shifts have been co-ordinated 
into major and minor cyclical recur- 
rences. These recurrences, when applied 
to the technical trend record, aid in an- 
ticipating probabilities with far greater 
confidence than can be derived from the 
statistical fundamentals alone. However, 
each zone is a_ special interpretation 
problem in much the same manner that 
a medical diagnostician learns that each 
of his cases differ. Mass production 
methods streamlined to a few simple 
aphorisms do not work out. An extreme- 
ly bearish cyclical convergence will not 
mark a broad decline unless the tech- 
nical position is vulnerable ; and normal- 
ly bullish indications—in the technical 
or cyclical positions—will not bring a 
response unless circumstances are ripe. 

My compilations of the interwoven 
trends of security price movements stand 
in an involved position. The major 
trend, which covers the general pattern 
of years such as the upward trend from 
1897 to 1929, is down. However, within 
that major trend are swings in the pri- 
mary trend of several years up, to sev- 
eral years down. The primary trend has 
been pointing up recently with a tenta- 
tive objective of 1950. Its technical po- 
sition relates in several ways to the 
massive uptrend correction that occurred 
between 1934 and 1937 in the cycles of 
the last decade. 

The intermediate trends within the 
upward primary trend extend in dura- 
tion from weeks into months. During 
this month of August (this is written in 
mid-May) the technical implications are 
unknown. The cyclical and mass psy- 
chology factors however, reflect this 
month as a segment of the intermediate 
upward trend which is slowed consid- 
erably in its rate of advance. This slow- 
ing of pace is due to begin appearing 
after a mild upside blow-off in in- 
creased volume of: turnover August Ist

Selar Aspects 

The Sun forms a major aspect with 
every planet except Venus during the 
month, completing seven major aspects 
and three parallels. Sextiles to Mars and 
Neptune are formed on the Ist and 2nd 
respectively. At 11:36 p.m. EST on the 
oth, the Sun conjuncts Pluto in 14° 34’ 
Leo. A superior conjunction with Mer 
cury is completed at 2:58 p.m. EST, 
Aug. 11th in 19° OI’ Leo; later the 
same day the Sun trines Jupiter. Par- 
allels with Saturn and Mercury occur 
on the 14th and 16th respectively; then 
at 0:57 am. EST on the 19th the Sun 
makes it last conjunction with Saturn 
in Leo in 26° 09 of that sign. A sex- 
tile to Uranus on the 22nd is followed 
by a parallel with Mars on the 27th. 
When a_ solar conjunction with any 
planet talls on your birthday or on the 
preceding or succeeding day, it should 
be considered as occurring on your natal 
Sun, and therefore is of special signifi 
cance. 

Mercury 

Mercury, in 27° 16’ Cancer on the Ist. 
enters Leo at 8:47 p.m. EST on the 
2nd, and passing rapidly thru Leo, en- 
ters Virgo at 3:46 am. EST on_ the 
17th and reaches 26° 09 Virgo by the 
end of the month. Mercury also has 
an extremely active patiern this month, 
completing eight major aspects and four 
parallels. Mercury sextiles Neptune on 
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the 7th, parallels Venus on the 8th, and 
sextiles Mars on the 9th. A Mercury- 
Pluto conjunction occurs at 11:42 a.m. 
EST on the 9th in 14° 39 Leo. The 
trine to Jupiter on the 11th is followed 
by a conjunction with Saturn in 25° 
37’ Leo at 9:53 p.m. EST on the 14th. 
Mercury then parallels Saturn on the 
15th, sextiles Uranus on the 16th, par- 
allels Mars on the 22nd, sextiles Venus 
and squares Jupiter on the 27th, and 
parallels Neptune on the 30th.

Venus 


Venus, in 29° 00’ Gemini on the Ist, 
re-enters Cancer at 9:14 p.m. EST on 
the 2nd and reaches 22° 48’ Cancer by 
the end of the month. Venus is singu- 
larly inactive in August, completing 
only one aspect, the square to Neptune 
on the 18th. This suggests that the fruits 
of the many favorable aspects completed 
by the Sun, Mercury and Mars may 
not be realized fully until later, and 
warns that they should be guarded 
against dissipation. 


Mars 


Mars transits from 8° 53’ to 28° 27’ 
Libra during August. Mars is unusually 
active, completing four major aspects: 
the conjunction with Neptune at 0:22 
am. EST on the 4th in 10° 43’ Libra 
(this conjunction is on the Sun of per- 
sons born Oct. 2nd, 3rd, or 4th of any 
year) ; a sextile with Pluto on the 10th; 
a sextile to Jupiter on the 17th, and a 
sextile to Saturn on the 30th. The char- 
acter and number of aspects completed 
by Mars, combined with those of the 
Sun and Mercury, suggest that August 
can be the most productive month of 
the year. 


Jupiter and Saturn 

Jupiter, retrograde in 19° 27’ Sagit- 
tarius on the Ist, turns direct in 19° 06’ 
Sagittarius at 8:00 p.m. EST on the 
15th, and reaches 19° 30’ of that sign by 
the end of the month. Jupiter thus trans- 
its all month and makes the important 
turn to direct motion on the Sun of those 
born December 10th or 11th of any year.

to 4th inclusive, and the remainder of 
the month be marked by a sagging con- 
gestion of jagged minor trend spurts 
and declines.
